The  present  volume,  which  is  the  fourteenth  volume 
of  the  Registers  of  the  Diocese  of  Lichfield,  contains  the 
Registers  of  Leighton,  Atcham,  Buildwas,  and  Berrington. 

The  Registers  are  not  printed  in  full,  but,  as  in  all 
previous  volmnes  issued  by  the  Society,  m  an  abbreviated 
form  which  can  readil}-  be  understood.  Every  salient  fact 
has  been  recorded  and  all  remarkable  events  noted  in  the 
Registers  have  been  given  m  full.  A  list  of  the  abbrevia- 
tions adopted  will  be  found  in  the  '*Note  for  the  Reader," 
printed  in  many  of  the  earlier  volumes. 

In  the  case  of  three  of  these  parishes,  the  Marriage 
Register  has  been  printed  to  the  end  of  1837.  This  is 
very  important,  and  should  always  be  done,  as  it  is  the 
only  record  of  these  Marriages.  Government  Registration 
began  on  i  January,   1838. 

A  capital  letter  after  **  of  "  or  '' p  "  denotes  the 
parish  whose  Register  is  dealt  with;  thus  "of  L."  =  **  of 
Leighton,"  and  "  p.  A."  =  ''  parish  of  Atcham." 

Thanks  are  due  to  the  Incumbents  for  permission  to 
print  their  Registers,  and  for  the  facilities  afforded  in 
their  transcription  and  collation.  Also  to  Miss  Auden, 
Miss  Hughes,  Mr.  T.  R.  Horton,  and  to  the  Revds. 
C.  H.  Drinkwater  and  W.  G.  D.  Fletcher,  for 
transcribing  and  collating.  The  work  of  the  late  Mr. 
William  Phillips  and  Rev.  Alfred  Bonney,  in  copying 
Atcham  and  Buildwas,  must  also  be  remembered.  For 
the  cost  of  printing  Leighton,  Atcham  and  Buildwas,  we 
are  indebted  to  the  generosity  of  the  late  Mrs.  Seymour.

Leighton  is  a  parish  in  the  Hundred  of  South  Bradford,  9  miles  from 
Shrewsbury,  4  from  Ironbridge,  and  6  from  Wellington,  in  the  Diocese 
of  Lichfield  and  Archdeaconry  of  Salop.  It  is  bounded  on  the  South 
by  the  Severn  and  on  the  North  by  the  Wrekin.  Eaton  Constantine 
parish,  formerly  a  chapelry  of  Leighton,  lies  on  the  West  between  it  and 
Wroxeter,  and  Buildwas  parish  is  on  the  East.  Garmston,  the  chief 
hamlet,  lies  north-west  from  the  Church.  The  extent  is  1,681  acres, 
and  the  population  in  191 1  was  206.  The  old  parish  included  Belswardine 
on  the  other  side  the  Severn,  an  entirely  detached  portion  lying  between 
Harley,  Sheinton  and  Cressage,  with  a  manor  house  that  was  the  home  of 
the  Harnage  family,  one  of  whom  having  married  Margery,  daughter 
of  Sir  Thomas  Lacon,  of  Willey,  bought  the  estate  in  1541  from  Sir  John 
Dudley. 

Belswardine  belonged  in  1086  to  Helgot  the  Baron  of  Castle  Holgate. 
Edmund,  a  Saxon  franklin,  had  held  it  as  half-a-hide  in  the  time  of  King 
Edward,  when  it  was  worth  10  -  yearly.  It  had  arable  land  for  two 
teams,  but  only  one  was  emplo^-ed  ;  one  half  team  on  the  demesne  land, 
and  another  half  team  by  the  serf  and  two  bordars  who  represented  the 
population  of  the  manor,  which  in  1086,  was  only  valued  at  4/-  yearly. 
The  overlordship  remained  with  the  owners  of  Castle  Holgate  till  at  least 
the  time  of  Bishop  Burnell,  but  several  different  families  held  it  in  turn 
under  them.  The  manor  was  originally  within  the  forest  territory  of 
Shirlet.  The  inhabitants  of  Belswardine  were  buried  at  Leighton  till  the 
i8tli  century.  Tradition  says  that  the  custom  was  discontinued  after 
a  crossing  the  river  in  flood-time,  when  the  coffin  was  capsized  into  the 
Severn,  and  recovered  with  difficulty,  but  the  date  of  the  supposed 
occurrence  is  not  given  ! 

The  manor  of  Leighton  was  held  in  1086  by  Rainald  the  Sheriff  as 
a  manor  of  three  hides.  He  had  three  teams  on  the  demesne  lands  ;  and 
6  neatherds,  4  villeins,  7  bordars,  with  a  priest,  and  a  Frenchman  had 
5  teams.  The  manor  had  a  mill  yielding  4/-  yearly,  and  half  a  league  of 
wood  yielding  iid.  In  King  Edward's  time  under  Leuui,  its  Saxon  lord, 
the  manor  had  been  worth  20/-  yearly,  but  when  it  came  to  Rainald  it 
was  waste.     In  1086  it  had  doubled  in  value,  and  was  fully  cultivated. 

About  50  years  after  the  Domesday  Survey  was  made,  the  Fitz-Alans 
Rainald's  successors  enfeoffed  here  the  ancestor  of  the  De  Leighton 
family,  from  whom  a  long  line  has  descended  to  the  present  day. 
Several  lords  of  Leighton  were  benefactors  to  Buildwas  Abbey,  among 
their  gifts  being  Leighton  Mill,  and  in  1282,  Richard  De  Leighton 
granted  the  advowson  of  the  Church  to  Bishop  Burnell,  who  conveyed 
it  to  the  monks  of  Buildwas. 

It  is  not  impossible  that  the  Leightons,  lords  of  Leighton,  were 
descended  from  the  Saxon  owner  of  the  manor.  They  gave  many  men 
of  note  to  the  service  of  King  and  country  throughout  mediaeval  times, 
and  threw  out  several  branches.  In  the  14th  century  a  Leighton  married 
the  heiress  of  the  Cambrays  of  Stretton-in-the-Dale,  and  one  of  their 
descendants,  John  Leighton,  married  one  of  the  four  heiresses  of  Sir 
John  Burgh,  and  thus  inherited  Wattlesburgh  Castle  and  Loton  Park.

Other  members  of  the  familj^  settled  in  or  near  Leighton  as  the  family 
deeds  show,  when  for  instance  in  1452,  John  Leighton  of  Leighton  occurs 
with  William,  lord  of  Leighton,  in  a  deed  relating  to  land  at  Garmston. 
In  1479  William  Leighton,  junior,  and  Hugh  his  son.  were  living  at 
Rodenhurst,  and  bought  a  house  and  land  at  Roden,  and  the  number  of 
deeds  of  the  Rodenhurst  family  possessed  by  the  Leightons  show  an 
early  connection  with  that  place,  and  probably  with  its  possessors.  In 
15 15  another  W^illiam  Leighton  was  of  Leighton,  and  Hugh  Leighton 
was  of  Rodenhurst,  and  in  1539,  William  Leighton  having  no  issue  by 
Margaiet  his  wife,  settled  his  estate  upon  his  nephev/  Thomas  Poyner, 
and  Hugh  Leighton  of  Rodenhurst,  his  cousin  and  next  heir  male,  Thomas 
Lee  of  Langley,  John  Barkley  of  Cressage,  and  John  Barons,  Vicar  of 
Cressage,  being  trustees.  The  division  of  the  estate  seems  to  have  been 
made  in  1543,  and  in  1558,  Hugh  Leighton  made  over  Leighton  Manor  and 
Rodenhurst  Farm  to  his  son  John.  In  1563,  John's  son,  John  Leighton, 
married  Katherine,  sister  of  Sir  Richard  Newport,  and  his  daughter  Anne 
married  Richard  Jones  of  Alstanton,  v/ho  settled  upon  her  property  at 
More,  Leebotwood,  Wenlock,  and  Wolstaston.  In  1573,  John  Leighton 
lived  at  Leighton,  and  John,  his  eldest  son,  at  Rodenhurst.  Thomas 
Poyner  retained  an  interest  in  the  manor,  as  in  1570,  he  and  John  Leigh- 
ton held  a  joint  Court.  Richard  Leighton  and  Lewis  Leighton,  gentlemen, 
were  among  those  who  appeared  at  it.  In  1538,  Lewis  Leighton's  name 
appears  on  the  Muster  Roll  of  Bradford  Hundred  as  providing  bill-men 
from  Leighton  and  Garmston. 

The  manor  passed  from  father  to  son  for  some  five  generations 
longer,  till  the  time  of  Richard  Leighton,  who  v/as  High  Sheriff  of  Salop 
in  1695.  He  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Anthony  Kynnersley  of 
Wrickton,  youngest  son  of  Thomas  Kynnersley  of  Badger,  and  their 
eldest  daughter  Elizabeth  was  baptised  at  Badger  in  March,  1685,  when 
Richard  is  described  as  "of  Rodenhurst."  Richard  Leighton  and 
Elizabeth  Kynnersley  had  a  family  of  tv/o  sons  (who  both  died  young), 
and  eight  daughters,  five  of  whom  married  ;  the  eldest,  Elizabeth, 
became  wife  of  John  Stanier  of  Cosford  ;  Sarah,  the  second,  baptised  at 
Rodington  in  1686,  married  her  cousin,  Thomas  Kynnersley  ;  Mar}', 
Margaret  and  Lettiie,  were  all  baptised  at  Badger,  and  of  them  Mary 
died  unmarried  in  1754,  Margaret  married  Thomas  More,  and  Lettice 
John  Hayne  of  Uttoxeter.  Catherine  died  unmarried  in  1726,  and 
Frances,  the  youngest,  died  as  an  infant  in  1699.  Rachel,  the  seventh 
daughter,  married  Robert  Davison  of  the  Brand,  near  Norton-in-Hales, 
and  lived  till  1762.  In  the  introduction  to  the  Badger  Register,  her 
sister  Lettice  is  wrongly  given  as  wife  of  Robt.  Davison. 

In  1758,  on  the  death  of  Clement  Kynnersley  of  Badger,  the  estate 
of  Badger  reverted  to  the  elder  branch  of  the  Kynnersleys  of  Loxley, 
near  Uttoxeter,  and  was  sold  by  Clement  Kynnersley  of  Loxley  a  few 
years  later.  Elizabeth  Leighton's  two  sons  both  died  unmarried.  John, 
a  few  months  after  his  father  in  1716,  aged  23,  and  Richard  in  1733,  aged 
37,  and  Leighton  passed  to  Thomas  K^^nnersley,  the  husband  of  her  second 
daughter,  Sarah.  He  died  in  1734,  leaving  tv/o  sons,  but  only  the 
younger,  Anthony,  left  children,  and  his  eldest  son  Thomas,  having  no 
child,  left  Leighton  to  his  niece,  Jane  Eliza,  the  daughter  of  his  youngest 
brother,  a  second  Anthony.  She  married,  in  1828,  Robert  Panting,  of 
Shrewsbury,  of  the  family  that  inherited  the  Sansaw  estate,  and  took 
the  namie  of  Gardner.  Mrs.  Gardner's  son  took  the  name  of  Kynnersley, 
and  his  son,  T.  F.  Kynnersley,  Esq.,  is  the  present  squire  and  holds  an 
estate  which  has  never  been  sold  since  at  least  the  early  12th  century. 
The  Rev.  J.  B.  Blakeway,  in  his  "  Sheriffs  of  Shropshire,"  derives  the 
Leightons  of  Leighton  from  a  second  marriage  of  Sir  Thomas  Leighton, 
of  Wattlesborough.  He  gives  no  authority  for  his  statement,  which  is 
rendered  very  improbable  by  the  fact  that  Sir  Thomas'  wife,  Elizabeth, 
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daughter  of  Walter  Devereux,  Lord  Ferrers  (and  widow  of  Sir  Richard 
Corbet,  of  Moreton  Corbet,  by  whom  she  had  seven  children),  died  in 
151 6,  and  he  in  1519.  Dame  Elizabeth  Leighton  was  buried  at  Burford, 
the  home  of  her  daughter  Anne  Corbet,  the  wife  of  Sir  Thomas  Cornwall. 
Sir  Thomas  had  three  children  by  her,  only  one  of  whom,  John  Leighton 
of  Wattlesborough,  left  descendants,  but  he  had  nine  children  by  Anne, 
daughter  of  Roger  Baker  of  Shrewsbury,  whom  Mr.  Blakeway  calls  his 
second  wife,  and  who  is  given  as  such  in  the  Herald's  Visitation  of  1623, 
though  Sir  Thomas  does  not  call  her  so  in  his  will  in  1519,  in  which  he 
mentions  eight  of  the  children  by  name.  The  Visitation  states  that  all 
the  three  sons,  and  two  of  the  six  daughters,  died  without  leaving 
descendants.  It  is  possible  that  his  son  William  is  identical  with  the 
William  Leighton  of  Leighton,  who  died  childless  in  1540,  but  this  seems 
hardly  probable.  Sir  Thomas  mentions  in  his  will  his  manor  of  Stepulton 
out  of  which  his  brother  William  was  to  have  an  annuity  of  twenty 
marks,  which  on  his  death  was  to  go  to  Richard,  Sir  Thomas'  son,  and 
after  him  to  the  rightful  heirs  of  Sir  Thomas.  He  provided  by  name  for 
the  marriage  portions  for  five  daughters  (Elizabeth's  name  is  not  given), 
and  for  the  schooling  of  his  sons  Edward,  Thomas  and  William,  for  six 
years  each,  out  of  the  profits  of  the  manor  of  Alberbury  and  of  the 
"  townes  "  of  Cardiston,  Loton,  and  '  the  Hey  '  (Hayes).  He  also 
provided  for  a  priest  to  say  Mass  in  the  parish  Church  of  Stretton  for  his 
soul  and  those  of  his  parents.  In  the  whole  document  there  is  no  mention 
of  the  manor  of  Leighton,  nor  of  his  wife.  He  desires  that  "  Ann  Baker 
for  her  service  done  to  me  shall  have  the  Profitt  of  my  Mylles  of  A\v- 
stretton  duryng  her  lyf  to  the  fyndynge  of  her  and  her  chylder,  and  after 
her  deceas  the  Remainder  thereof  to  my  r^'ght  Heyres  for  ever."  The 
Heralds'  Visitation  gives  no  hint,  however,  of  the  daughters  being  not 
legitimate,  when  mentioning  their  marriages. 

The  Lay  Subsidy  Roll  of  1327,  when  one  twentieth  of  the  value  of 
all  moveable  goods  was  given  to  the  King  for  the  French  wars,  only  gives 
three  names  at  Leighton  :  Richard  de  Leghton,  Thomas  Cresset,  and  John 
the  Miller,  from  which  we  gather  that  the  majority  of  the  inhabitants  were 
cottagers,  whose  worldly  goods  did  not  exceed  10/-  of  the  money  of  those 
days,  which  would  be  equal  to  about  /^i2  or  /15  of  ours.  Four  names  are 
given  at  Garmston  :  Henry  dc  Garmston,  William  de  Dov/nton,  Adam 
Selk,  and  William  Selk.  The  tenants  of  Belswardine  Vv^ere  less  well-off 
than  those  of  Garmston,  but  four  names  are  also  given  there  :  John  de 
Langley,  Thomas  de  Wyke,  Hugh  the  Herd  man,  and  Hugh  the  Stone- 
hewer. 

Leighton  Hall,  mainly  a  good  i8th  century  building  of  1778,  with 
modern  additions,  incorporates  much  early  work,  and  is  on  the  site  of  the 
fortified  manor-house  of  the  early  Leightons.  In  1887,  process  of  altera- 
tions and  additions  showed  that  the  Elizabethan  half-timbered  house 
was  built  upon  very  massive  sandstone  foundations  of  early  date  and 
great  thickness. 

According  to  the  Heralds'  Visitation  of  1623,  the  Lacons  of  West 
Coppice,  were  descended  from  Lancelot,  an  illegitimate  son  of  Edward 
Lacon,  who  was  the  second  son  of  Sir  Thomas  Lacon  of  Willey  and  his 
wife  Mary,  daughter  of  Sir  Richard  Corbet  of  Moreton.  Lancelot's  son 
Silvanus  married  the  widow  of  Francis  Harnage  of  Belswardine,  and 
their  son  James  was  buried  at  Leighton  in  1667.  He  was  succeeded  by 
his  son,  John,  who  presented  to  Leighton  in  Jan.,  1687,  and  in  1713- 
One  of  James  Lacon's  daughters,  Anne,  was  a  friend  and  companion  of 
the  Countess  of  Bradford  in  1682,  and  is  mentioned  in  the  letters  of  Lady 
Russell,  her  kinswoman.  She  left  a  bequest  in  1700  to  the  Parishes  of 
Leighton  and  of  Build  was. 
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The  last  Lacon  entry  at  Leighton  seems  to  be  the  burial  in  January, 
1 716,  of  John,  son  of  John  Lacon  of  the  West  Coppice,  Esq.,  and  Jane 
his  wife,  a  baby  baptized  at  Sheinton  in  June,  1715.  Richard  Lacon,  Esq., 
of  West  Coppice  was  buried  at  Sheinton  in  171 8.  The  estate  was  a  few 
years  later  held  by  the  Moseleys  of  Mere,  co.  Staffs.,  one  of  whom,  Walter, 
had  married  Jane  Acton,  the  heiress  of  Buildwas  Abbey,  and  it  was  rented 
in  1 761  by  John  Smitheman,  Sheriff  of  Salop. 

West  Coppice  is  now  known  as  Buildwas  Park,  but  the  old  house  has 
been  re-built.     The  garden  still  possesses  an  old  yew  avenue. 

Leighton  Furnace  is  first  mentioned  in  1698,  but  afterwards  it  appears 
constantly.  There  seem  to  have  been  several  men  who  were  iron-workers 
and  coal  miners.  Richard  Plimer  of  Leighton  was  married  in  1684  at 
Rowley  Regis,  Staffordshire,  to  Elizabeth  Jonson,  and  their  daughter 
Susannah  was  baptised  there.     Probably  he  was  an  iron-worker  there. 

The  Church  of  St.  Mary  as  it  now  stands  is  of  i8th  century  date, 
but  its  builders  seem  to  have  used  the  old  foundations,  and  the  propor- 
tions are  those  of  an  earlier  Church. 

It  contains  the  13th  century  monument  of  Sir  Richard  de  Leighton 
said  to  have  been  brought  from  Buildwas  Abbey,  and  the  tomb  with 
effigies  in  memory  of  William  Leighton,  who  died  childless  in  1540,  and 
Margaret  his  wife.  A  number  of  mural  tablets  commemorate  members 
of  the  Leighton  and  Kynnersley  families. 

In  the  list  of  Church  Goods  made  in  1553  (7  Ed.  VI.),  though  headed 
"  Norton,"  we  read  that  "  Jhon  Barnes,  vicar,  Hewe  Leyghton,  and  Harry 
Tarte  and  William  Aldryche,  churchwardens,"  received  the  custody  of 
"  one  chalice  of  silver  with  a  paten  thereunto  ;  and  three  bells  within 
the  steeple  of  Leighton."  There  are  still  three  bells,  but  they  v/ere  cast 
by  Abraham  Rudhall  in  171 6,  and  bear  his  stamp  and  date.  One  has  in 
addition  the  names  of  George  Higginson  and  John  Davis,  churchwardens.

The  patronage  of  the  living,  made  over  by  Sir  Richard  de  Leighton 
to  Bishop  Burnell,  who  gave  it  to  the  Abbey  of  Buildwas,  passed  at  the 
Dissolution  of  that  house  through  several  hands  to  those  of  the  Lacons 
of  West  Coppice.  In  1737,  Godolphin  Edwards  presented,  and  from  that 
time  till  1901,  the  presentation  seems  to  have  frequently  changed  hands. 
Thomas  Hall  of  Bridgnorth  presented  in  1794  and  1807,  and  Julian 
Gartner  Hall  in  1815.  In  1901,  the  Vicar  of  St.  Chad's,  Shrewsbury, 
became  patron  in  exchange  for  the  advowson  of  Bicton. 

In  mediaeval  times  5/-  yearly  was  paid  to  the  rector  of  Holgate, 
probably  as  an  acknowledgment  of  the  manorial  status  of  Belswardine. 

At  the  Religious  Census  of  Shropshire  taken  in  1676,  there  were  at 
Leighton  152  Church  people  over  the  age  of  16,  and  5  Papists.  There 
is  no  record  of  Leighton  during  the  time  of  the  Commonwealth,  except 
that  a  "  Mr.  Milward  of  Leighton  "  is  said  to  have  been  the  Royalist 
Chaplain  at  Bridgnorth,  where  Richard  Baxter  also  ministered  on  the 
other  side.  Samuel  Willis,  the  puritan  minister  of  Birmingham,  till  1661, 
spent  his  last  days  with  his  son  of  the  same  name,  who  was  Vicar  of 
Leighton.  Calamy  says  that  Samuel  Willis,  .senior,  was  born  at  Coventry, 
and  was  of  Christ's  College,  Cambridge,  and  that  he  died  at  his  son's 
house  in  1684,  aged  73.  The  Vicar  of  Leighton  was  himself  buried  at 
Sheinton  in  1686. 

The  Registrar  of  Lichfield  gives  the  appointment  of  Samuel  Willis 
in  1666  as  being  on  the  death  of  William  Stanier,  buried  on  26  March, 
1666,  but  the  Leighton  Register  gives  the  date  as  28  April,  and  gives 
him  no  title.  William  Stanier  was  \icar  of  Leighton  in  1662,  when  he 
gave  10-  to  a  present  for  the  King  from  the  Clergy  of  the  Realm. 
The  Sta.niers  were  a  branch  of  the  Staffordshire  family  of  that  name, 
and  the  first  to  come  into  Shropshire  came,  according  to  the  Rev.  J.  B. 
Blakeway,  as  agent  to  Francis,  first  Earl  of  Bradford  (born  1620),  and 
married  a  daughter  of  Robert  AUestree,  his  predecessor  as  agent,  and 
sister  of  Dr.  AUestree,  Provost  of  Eton. 

The  family  settled  at  Uppington,  and  sent  out  several  branches. 
John  Stanier,  barrister-at-law,  of  Cosford,  near  Shifnal,  married  Elizabeth 
Leighton. 
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The  Christian  name  Judith  seems  to  have  been  used  by  the  Staniers 
and  the  Leightons,  and  also  by  the  Boycotts,  who,  in  1585,  were  of 
Buildwas,  which  goes  to  show  friendship  and  probably  relationship. 
The  curious  name  of  S3dvanus  found  in  several  families  at  Leighton 
was  a  name  in  the  Boycott  family,  through  the  marriage  of  William 
Boycott  to  Elinor,  daughter  of  Sylvanus  Lacon  and  sister  of  James  Lacon, 
born  in  1603,  the  patron  of  Leighton  in  1666.  One  of  the  Lutwiches  of 
Lutwyche,  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Roger  Boycott  of  Eye,  co. 
Salop.  If  by  this  is  meant  the  Eye  Farm,  a  picturesque  half-timbered 
house  still  standing,  this  would  explain  the  connection  with  the  neigh- 
bourhood of  Leighton.  The  E^-e  was  a  separate  manor  in  1086.  It 
consisted  of  a  virgate  of  land  v/ith  enough  arable  for  one  ox-team,  but 
the  villein  and  two  serfs,  who  held  it  under  Tochi,  the  tenant  of  Robert 
Fitz  Tetbald,  possessed  no  team.  It  had  been  worth  5/-  yearly,  but 
Domesday  says  nothing  as  to  its  value  in  1086.  The  manor  was  later  held 
by  the  Woodcotes,  of  Woodcote,  who  bought  other  land  in  Eaton  Con- 
stantine  and  Leighton.  About  1300,  it  was  held  by  Michael  de  Morton 
(whose  mother  was  a  Woodcote),  under  William  Rondulf,  burgess  of 
Newport.  He  was  contemporary  with  Sir  Richard  de  Leighton  (V.), 
and  a  deed  made  between  them  gives  several  place-names  of  the 
boundaries  between  Leighton  and  the  Eye. 

The  Parish  Register  Abstract  of  1837  contains  this  account  of  the 
Registers  : — "  Leighton  V.,  Nos.  i — iv,  Bap.,  Bur.,  1662 — 1812.  No.  V., 
Marr.,  1754 — 181 2.

Baptisms  and  Burials,  1787 — 1812,  is  a  quarto  volume  of  375 

pages,  bound  in  calf,  of  vvhich  about  40  pages  have  been  filled,     the 

remaining  leaves  are  being  used  for  notes  on  matters  connected  with 

the  parish. 
Vol.  V.     Marriages,  1754 — 1812,  on  the  usual  paper  forms,  only  22  leaves 

of  the  volume  being  used. 

There  are  early  transcripts  at  Lichfield  beginning  in  1632,  but 
ceasing  in  1637. 

The  Registers  contain  few  entries  of  interest.  Details  of  trades  or 
professions  are  rarely  given,  and  prefixes  are  rare,  especially  in  the 
earliest  volume.  The  Baxter  family,  who  were  prosperous  freeholders, 
are  not  always  called  "  Mr.,"  nor  are  all  the  members  of  the  Leighton 
family.  John  Leighton  and  his  v/ife  Sarah,  the  daughter  of  Rowland 
Lea,  of  Charlton,  seem  to  have  lived  at  Charlton,  near  Wrockwardine, 
for  their  children  v/ere  baptised  there  though  buried  at  Leighton.  The 
Lacon  family  are  given  the  Esqr.  or  Mr.  in  every  case,  but  John  Legas, 
who,  in  1680,  married  Mary  Leighton,  and  whose  family  were  all  baptised 
at  Leighton,  never  is  accorded  a  prefix. 

Valentine  Chetwode,  gentleman,  buried  in  1687,  was  probably  one 
of  the  Stalfordshire  family  of  that  name.  Richard  Chetwode  who  m.arried 
a  daughter  of  Sir  Valentine  Knightley,  had  a  son  Valentine,  who  had  two 
sons,  one  of  whom,  the  Dean  of  Gloucester,  had  a  son  and  daughter  who 
died  unmarried,  about  the  close  of  the  17th  century. 
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The  large  number  of  funerals  is  to  some  extent  accounted  for  by 
the  fact  of  Eaton  Constantine  having  the  right  of  burial  at  its  mother 
Church  of  Leighton.  Many  members  of  the  Baxter  family  are  mentioned, 
Richard  Baxter  was  a  personal  friend  of  Samuel  Willis,  vicar  of  Leighton, 
1666-1686. 

Other  names  given  a  prefix  in  the  i8th  century  are  :— Mr.  William 
Stanier,  Churchwarden  in  1703,  Mr.  Edward  Dod,  of  Eaton  Constantine, 
1 71 8.  There  was  a  family  of  Dod  at  Harnage,  one  of  whom  was  chosen 
in  1654  as  ''Register"  of  Cound. 

Mr.  Joseph  Dicken  and  Mrs.  Mary  Arden,  1720,  suggests  a  connection 
with  William  Dicken,  Rector  of  Sheinton,  1714-1743.  Mr.  John  Meeson 
and  Mrs.  Anne  Arden,  were  married  1727.  The  Arden  family  were  of 
Wrockwardine  and  Wellington.  Mr.  John  Warham,  who  occurs  several 
times  from  1730  onwards,  was  probably  a  son  of  John  Warham,  Vicar  of 
Eaton  Constantine  in  1698.  In  1737,  he  occurs  as  Curate  of  Leighton. 
Mr.George  Warham  1737,  w^as  of  the  same  family,  Mr.  William  CoUey, 
1733,  was  of  a  family  frequently  mentioned.  John  Hayne,  Esq.,  buried 
the  same  year  was  the  husband  of  Lettice  Leighton,  who  died  1755. 
He  was  of  Uttoxeter,  with  which  neighbourhood  the  elder  branch  of  the 
KjTinersleys  was  connected.  Mrs.  Mary  Legas,  1736,  was  the  Mary 
Leighton  married  in  1680,  but  in  1740,  at  the  marriage  of  Arthur  Astley 
and  Elizabeth  Kynnersley,  no  prefix  is  given,  though  she  is  called  Mrs. 
Elizabeth  Astley  at  her  burial  in  1764.  Mr.  Henry  Crocket,  1746,  was 
of  Garmston,  and  was  aged  92.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Tipton,  1749,  was 
incumbent  of  Eaton  Constantine  for  ten  years.  Mrs.  Ward,  1750,  was 
apparently  of  the  Eye  Farm,  as  Mr.  John  Ward  was  in  1777. 

Stephen  Prytherch,  Vicar  of  Leighton,  and  of  Much  Wenlock,  from 
1755  till  1786,  is  frequently  mentioned  in  the  Registers.  Mr.  John 
Prytherch  was  buried  in  1762.  In  1780,  William  Oswell,  Esq.,  of  St. 
Chad's,  Shrewsbury,  married  Miss  Mary  Prytherch,  and  in  1782, 
Edward  Blakeway,  gentleman,  of  Broseley,  widower,  married  Miss 
Catherine  Prytherch,  and  their  daughter  Catherine  was  baptised  in  1785. 

Mr.  Edward  Williams  and  his  wife  Barbara  Letitia,  five  of  whose 
children  were  baptised  at  Leighton  between  1761  and  1772  (two  others 
were  baptised  at  Sheinton  in  1763  and  1765)  were  of  Eaton  Mascott. 
She  was  Barbara  Letitia  Mytton  of  Halston,  widow  of  John  Corbet  of 
Sundome. 

Henry,  son  of  Mr.  Richard  and  Mrs.  Sarah  Bagnall  v/as  baptised  in 
Jan.,  1760,  but  when  he  was  buried  in  October  that  year,  his  mother  was 
a  widow.     She  married  again  in  1762. 

Mrs.  Mary  Parton,  widow,  was  buried  in  1768,  and  Mr.  Thomas 
Freeman  in  1779. 

Anthony  Kynnersley,  who  died  in  17G0,  married  Jane,  daughter  of 
Borlase  Winglield  of  Preston  Brockhurst  and  Ellen  his  wife,  sister  of  Sir 
Rowland  Hill.  Mrs.  K^-nnersley's  sister  Sarah  married  Thomas  Dicken  of 
Wollerton,  who  probably  was  related  to  the  Rector  of  Sheinton,  and 
another  sister  married  John  Rocke  of  Shrewsbury. 

In  1782  the  wedding  of  Thomas  Smith  and  Eleanor  Garland  recalls 
a  combination  of  names  well  known  in  Shropshire  in  the  present  day. 

Thomas  Jones,  Curate  of  Leighton,  buried  in  1789,  is  commemo- 
rated by  a  tombstone  in  the  churchyard,  which  states  that  "  his 
wealthy  relations  refusing  expenses  of  a  burial  monument,  in  memory 
of  his  services,  the  principal  parishioners  of  Leighton  have  placed  one." 
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John  Holme,  Vicar  from  1786  to  1794,  seems  to  have  taken  pupils, 
as  his  name  occurs  as  recommending  a  book  on  grammar,  which  he  states 
he  had  himself  found  useful.  His  successor,  Henry  Crump,  apparently 
married  a  connection  of  his  patron,  Thomas  Hall,  of  Bridgnorth,  as  the 
sons  of  Henry  and  Arabella  Crump  were  Henry  Hall,  baptised  and  buried 
in  1795,  and  Thomas  Hall,  baptised  in  1796.  Four  years  later  a  daughter 
of  Henry  Crump  and  his  wife  Elizabeth  was  baptised,  but  there  is  no 
entry  at  Leighton  of  the  funeral  of  the  first  wife,  nor  was  Henry  Crump 
himself  buried  there.     He  died  in  1807. 

His  successor,  William  Corser,  was  buried  in  the  churchyard  in  1814, 
where  his  grave  is  marked  by  an  iron  slab,  marked  "  W.C.,  born  June  15, 
1 76 1,  died  July  16,  181 4."  His  successor,  Robert  Maddocks,  who  held 
the  living  till  1851,  also  lies  in  Leighton  church5;^ard. 

In  1863,  the  old  Vicarage  House  (now  called  the  Lodge)  was  exchanged 
for  the  present  one,  an  old  house  which  had  at  that  time  been  recently 
enlarged  by  Mr.  Kynnersley. 

Among  unusual  names  we  have  the  men's  names  of  Sylvanus, 
Dositheus,  and  Gabriel,  and  the  women's  of  Silvestris  or  Sylvestra, 
Jarret,  Erme,  Apphia.  Sindonia,  Millicent  (in  1701)  and  Ethelred. 

Percy  occurs  as  a  Christian  name  in  1771,  an  unusually  early  date. 
Possibly  it  was  derived  from  the  family  of  Piercy  or  Percy  of  Bridgnorth. 
The  parents  of  Bishop  Percy  of  Dromore  were  married  at  Eaton  Constan- 
tine  in  1726. 

A  tombstone  in  the  churchyard  to  the  memory  of  Mary,  wife  of 
Richard  Palmer,  who  died  in  July,  1712,  is  said  to  give  her  age  as  107, 
but  this  seems  probably  a  mis-reading.  Stephen  Davies  who  was  buried 
at  Leighton  m  1837,  aged  102,  could  remember  Sarah  Beech,  who  was 
buried  in   1737,  at  the  supposed  age  of  106. 

In  the  Church  is  an  iron  slab  in  memory  of  William  Browne,  who 
died  in  1696,  and  another  dated  1677,  from  which  two  name  plates  have 
been  lost.  It  seems  probable  that  it  commemorates  two  members  of  the 
Gaynam  family  of  Eaton  Constantine,  who  died  in  that  year. 

The  completeness  of  the  list  of  incumbents  is  owing  to  the  kindness 
of  Mr.  T.  F.  Kynnersley,  who  had  it  drawn  up  from  the  Diocesan  records 
at  Lichfield,  and  several  items  of  the  Introduction  are  derived  from  his 
book  on  the  records  of  his  family. 

The  transcript  of  the  Registers  was  made  by  Mr.  T.  R.  Horton,  and 
was  since  collated  by  Miss  Auden,  who  has  also  seen  the  proofs  through 
the  press.  This  Register  is  part  of  the  gift  of  the  late  Mrs.  Seymour 
to  the  Societ3^  and  it  is  now  printed  with  the  leave  of  the  former  and 
present  Vicars  of  Leighton.

Whereas  the  Churchyard  of  Leighton  was  for  many  years 
possessed  by  the  Proprietors  of  Leighton  Hall,  under  Pretence 
that  the  Ground  was  at  first  given  by  one  of  the  famJly,  with 
a  Reserve  of  the  Herbage.  Be  it  now  remembered  that  by 
a  lately  discovered  Book  of  Mr.  Richard  WoUey,  formerly 
Vicar  here,  it  appears  that  the  said  Family  paid  him  for  the  use 
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of  the  said  Churchyard,  the  sum  of  five  shilHngs  yearly,  during 
a  Term  of  near  forty  years.  In  consequence  of  which  it  is 
acknowledged  that  the  Freehold  of  the  Churchyard  is  in  the 
Vicar,  and  Mr.  Kynnersle3^  the  present  proprietor  of  Leighton 
Hall  desires  to  hold  the  Herbage  of  him  at  a  yearly  Rent. 

N.B. — On  the  death  of  Mr.  Kynnersley,  the  Trustees  having 

paid  for  the  Churchyard  five  shillings  yearly  from  the 

time  of  my  induction,  resigned  it,  and  now  I  keep  it  for 

my  own  use,  in  witness  whereof  I  hereto  set  my  Name.

Atcham,  formerly  Attingham,  is  a  village  and  parish  beautifully  situated 
on  the  river  Severn,  about  four  miles  south-east  from  Shrewsbury. 
Over  the  river  is  a  handsome  stone  bridge  of  seven  arches. 

The  parish  comprises  the  four  Domesday  manors  of  Atcham,  Berwick 
Maviston,  and  Uckington  (including  Duncot),  on  the  north-east  side  of 
the  Severn,  and  Emstrey  (including  Cronkhill,  Chilton  and  Hernesse), 
on  its  south-west  bank.  It  is  in  the  rural  deanery  of  Shrewsbury,  arch- 
deaconry of  Salop,  and  diocese  of  Lichfield,  and  in  the  hundreds  of 
Bradford  South  and  Condover. 

The  area  is  2,998  acres,  of  which  99  acres  are  water,  and  the  popu- 
lation in  191 1  was  363  in  the  civil  and  425  in  the  ecclesiastical  parish. 
The  census  of  1801  showed  430  inhabitants  ;  in  183 1  there  were  463, 
and  in  1841,  513  with  95  houses. 

Longner  Hall,  the  seat  of  the  Burtons,  is  in  St.  Chad's  parish,  but 
the  grounds  are  largely  in  Atcham  and  Upton  Magna.  In  the  garden  is 
the  tomb  of  Edward  Burton,  who  was  buried  here  in  1558,  having  been 
refused  burial  at  St.  Chad's. 

The  meaning  of  the  name  Attingham  or  Ettingham  is  "  The  home 
of  the  children  of  Eata."  St.  Eata  was  one  of  the  twelve  young  men 
trained  by  St.  Aidan  for  missionary  work  among  the  heathen  Saxons, 
and  presumably  he  preached  here, — or  some  of  his  disciples  did  so. 
We  may  look  upon  him  as  the  evangelist  of  this  part  of  Shropshire. 
In  664  he  became  Abbot  of  Lindisfarne,  and  in  678  was  consecrated  Bishop 
of  the  Bernicians,  He  died  in  686.  (See  Bede's  Ecclesiastical  History  ; 
Dictionary  of  National  Biography,  xvi,  336.) 

In  pre-Norman  times  Atcham  was  an  estate  of  St.  Alkmund's 
Church,  on  which  it  was  (with  ten  other  manors)  probably  bestowed  by 
Ethelfleda,  lady  of  the  Mercians,  the  daughter  of  Alfred  the  Great. 
Domesday  gives  this  account  of  Atcham  : — "  The  same  Church  held 
(in  Saxon  times)  and  still  holds  Atingeham,  and  Godebold  holds  it  of  the 
Church.  Here  is  one  hide.  In  demesne  there  are  i|  ploughs;  and 
(there  are)  2  villeins  and  3  boors  with  3  ploughs.  It  was  worth  los. 
(per  annum)  ;  now  it  yields  6s.  8d."  Godebold  was  a  Norman  priest, 
and  friend  and  adviser  of  Earl  Roger  de  Montgomery  ;  at  Domesday  he 
held  Lilleshall,  Uckington,  Atcham,  and  Preston  Gobalds  (which  still 
retains  his  name),  as  tenant  to  St.  Alkmund's  Church.  He  was  succeeded 
by  his  son  Robert,  who  seems  to  have  espoused  the  cause  of  Earl  Robert 
de  Belesme,  and  thus  forfeited  his  possessions,  which  were  granted  by 
Henry  I.  to  Richard  de  Belmeis. 

In  the  twelfth  century  Lilleshall  Abbey  was  founded,  and  endowed 
by  Richard  de  Belmeis  with  the  estates  of  St.  Alkmund  (including  Atcham 
and  Uckington),  which  grant  was  confirmed  by  King  Stephen.  Sir 
Helyas  de  Ettingham,  a  native  of  Atcham,  and  custos  of  a  house  at 
Feckenham  for  Kings  Henry  II.  and  Richard  I.,  was  a  person  of  some 
note  in  his  day,  and  held  a  virgate  of  land  in  Atcham  under  the  Abbot  of 
Lilleshall.  In  1269,  King  Henry  III.  granted  license  to  the  Abbot  to  hold 
a  fair  at  Atcham  on  September  i  and  the  two  following  days  ;  and  in 
1276,  Edward  1.  granted  license  for  a  fair  on  May  26  and  the  two  following 
days.

Lilleshall  Abbey  continued  to  hold  Atcham  until  the  dissolution. 
The  Valor  of  1534-5  gives  the  value  of  the  manor  as  being  £s5  per  annum, 
and  the  farm  of  the  Rectorial  tithes  as  ;^io  6s.  8d.  Out  of  this,  13s.  46.. 
was  paid  annually  to  Francis  Chorleton,  steward  of  Atcham,  40s.  to  the 
bailiff,  and  6s.  8d.  to  the  Archdeacon  of  Salop  for  the  Church  of  Atcham. 
The  vicar  also  paid  3s.  4d.  for  synodals  and  procurations. 

The  Minister's  Accounts  of  1540-1  give  the  receipts  from  Atcham  as 
amounting  to  £37  4s.  8d.  At  the  Dissolution,  the  manor  of  Attingham 
otherwise  called  Atcham,  the  advowson  of  the  Church,  and  Attingham 
Grange,  with  other  lands  and  tithes  in  Attingham  and  Berwick,  were 
granted  by  the  Crown,  on  6th  July,  2  Edward  VI.  (1549),  to  Sir  Thomas 
Palmer,  knight,  of  Augmeringe,  co.  Sussex,  subject  to  certain  charges. 
Sir  Thomas,  who  was  a  soldier  of  some  note,  was  concerned  in  the  rising 
on  behalf  of  Lady  Jane  Grey,  and  attainted,  and  beheaded,  after  having 
enjoyed  his  estates  for  only  six  years.*  After  his  attainder  they  were 
granted  on  28th  June,  i  Mary  (1554),  to  Sir  John  Gage,  K.G.,  for  a  term 
of  years.  He  died  in  I556.t  William  Gage  was  in  possession  in  1578, 
and  John  Gage  died  seised  of  the  manor  in  1597. 

The  tenants  of  Atcham  Grange  were  a  family  of  the  name  of  Beyste, 
or  Byest.  On  19th  February,  1576-7,  John  Beyste  obtained  a  grant  of 
the  reversion  of  the  manor  of  Atcham,  with  the  rectory  and  advowson, 
Grange,  tithes,  and  other  lands  in  Atcham,  Berwick,  Emstrey  and  Home, 
Cronkhill,  and  Chilton.  A  few  days  later,  on  23rd  February,  he  purchased 
from  William  Gage  and  his  wife  their  interest  in  the  manor  and  lands. 
He  died  without  issue  on  30th  June,  1587,  leaving  his  three  sisters  his 
co-heiresses.  They  were  Anne,  the  wife  of  Edward  Cludde  of  Orleton, 
Katherine,  the  wife  of  Thomas  Burton  of  Longner,  and  Margaret,  the 
wife  of  John  Dawes  of  Atcham  and  Caughley  (she  married  secondly 
Thomas  Jewkes).  Shortly  before  his  death,  John  Beyste,  on  19th  June, 
1587,  had  settled  his  estates,  in  default  of  issue,  on  his  three  sisters  in 
tail,  with  ultimate  remainder  to  himself  in  fee.  On  12th  February, 
30  Elizabeth,  livery  was  granted  to  them  out  of  the  Wards.  On  28th 
August,  1 591,  the  sisters  made  a  partition  of  the  premises  :  by  which  the 
manor  of  Edgebold,  with  the  tithes  of  Emstrey  and  Home,  and  Chilton 
Farm,  went  to  Edward  and  Anne  Cludde  ;  Atcham  Grange,  with  22 
closes  in  Atcham,  the  advowson  of  the  vicarage,  and  the  tithes  of  the 
Grange,  Cronkhill  and  Chilton,  went  to  Thomas  and  Katherine  Burton  ; 
and  all  other  meadows  and  pastures  and  three  water  mills  in  Atcham,  and 
the  tithes  of  the  same  and  of  Berwick,  went  to  John  Dawes  and  Margaret 
his  wife.  It  is  conceived  that  the  manor  of  Atcham  then  passed  to  the 
Dawes,  for  in  1632  the  King  granted  license  to  Margaret  Jewkes,  widow 
(who  had  survived  both  her  husbands),  to  alienate  the  manor  of  Atcham 
to  John  Frogmer.  Two  years  later,  on  26th  March,  1634,  Margaret 
Jewkes  of  Caughley,  widow,  by  her  will  devised  the  manor  of  Atcham  for 
21  years,  after  the  death  of  herself  and  her  son  John  Dawes,  to  her 
executors  upon  certain  trusts.  On  ist  May,  1677,  John  Dawes  settled 
the  manor  of  Atcham  upon  himself  and  his  heirs  male,  with  remainder  to 
his  daughter  Helen  and  her  children.  Helen  Dawes  was  married  twice, 
first  to  John  Coyney,  of  Weston  Cojoiey,  by  whom  she  had  issue  Sampson 
Coyney  and  Helen  Coyney,  and  secondly  to  William  Parker,  of  Park  Hall, 
by  whom  she  had  a  daughter  Mary  Parker.  Helen  Coyney,  her  daughter 
by  her  first  husband,  married  William  Gower. 

In  Hilary  Term,  1693-4,  a  Recovery  was  suffered  of  the  manor  of 
Attingham,  with  20  messuages,  3  water  mills,  20  gardens,  200  acres  of  land, 
40  acres  of  meadow,  200  acres  of  pasture,  10  acres  of  wood,  20  acres  of 
furze,  and  a  fishery  in  the  river  Severn,  of  which  William  Gower  and 
Helen  his  wife  and  Mary  Parker  were  vouchees.  On  25th  July,  1700, 
William  Gower  and  Helen  his  wife  conveyed  the  manor  of  Attingham  to 
Rowland  Hill  of  Hawkestone,  during  their  lives,  for  ;^3,4i3  ;  and  in  i  Anne 
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(1703)  they  obtained  an  Act  for  the  sale  of  the  manor  of  Attingham, 
which  confirmed  the  sale  to  the  Right  Hon.  Richard  Hill,  son  of  Rowland, 
who  had  died.  On  7th  July,  1703,  Richard  Hill  settled  the  manor  upon 
his  sister  Margaret,  the  wife  of  Thomas  Harwood  of  Tern  Hall,  and  their 
son  Thomas  Harwood,  who  in  1727  assumed  the  name  of  Hill.  He  was 
thrice  M.P.  for  Shrewsbury,  and  died  14th  June,  1782.  His  son  Noel  Hill 
was  created  in  1784  Lord  Berwick  of  Attingham,  and  his  descendant, 
the  eighth  Lord  Berwick,  is  the  present  lord  of  the  manor  of  Atcham. 

Attingham  Hall,  the  seat  of  Lord  Berwick,  is  beautifully  situated 
in  a  park  of  600  acres,  stocked  with  deer,  and  was  erected  towards  the 
close  of  the  eighteenth  century  by  the  first  Lord  Berwick,  partly  on  the 
site  of  the  old  Tern  Hall,  from  a  design  by  Stewart.  A  full  description 
of  the  Hall  is  given  in  Leach's  County  Seats  of  Shropshire.  Over  the 
entrance  gateway  is  the  motto,  "  Qui  uti  scit,  ei  bona."  In  1798,  six 
Roman  sepulchral  urns  were  found  in  digging  for  a  watercourse  in 
Attingham  Park. 

Atcham  Grange  and  other  lands  in  Atcham,  have  since  the  partition 
of  1 591  remained  in  the  Burton  family,  and  they  are  the  property  of 
Richard  F.  Lingen  Burton,  esq.,  of  Longner  Hall. 

Atcham  Bridge  was  first  erected  by  the  Abbots  of  Lilleshall,  between 
1200  and  1210,  and  completed  about  1222.  Leland,  who  wrote  in  1540, 
describes  it  as  being"  a  fayre  stone  long  bridge  on  Severne,  to  pass  over 
toward  Roxester."  The  bridge  was  erected  at  the  expense  of  Sir  Row- 
land Hill,  Lord  Mayor  of  London  in  1550.  The  present  handsome  stone 
bridge  of  seven  arches  was  built  about  the  year  1776,  from  a  design  by 
Mr.  Gwyn.  The  old  bridge  was,  according  to  the  Annual  Register,  broken 
down  in  January,  1768,  by  shoals  of  floating  ice.  In  the  13th  century 
there  was  a  ferry,  and  the  Abbot  had  two  boats  "  to  carry  men  crossing 
over."  In  the  Civil  War  it  was  garrisoned  by  the  Royalists,  but  was 
captured  by  the  Parliamentarians  in  the  summer  of  1645. 

The  bridge  over  the  Tern  on  the  Holyhead  and  London  Road  was 
originally  erected  by  Sir  Rowland  Hill  in  1550.  A  new  bridge  was  erected 
at  the  expense  of  the  County  in  1780,  and  decorated  at  the  cost  of  Noel 
Hill,  esq. 

Berwick  Maviston,  formerly  Berwick  Malvoisin,  was  at  Domesday 
held  of  Earl  Roger  de  Montgomery  by  Rainald  the  Sheriff,  and  it  is  thus 
described  in  the  Survey  : — "  The  same  Rainald  holds  Berewic.  Uluiet 
held  it  in  the  time  of  King  Edward.  Here  is  half  a  hide.  In  demesne 
there  are  2  ploughs  and  4  neat  herds,  and  (there  are)  4  villeins  and  3  boors 
with  2  ploughs.  Here  is  one  league  of  wood  paying  i6d.  ;  and  there  might 
be  one  plough  more  here  (employed)."  In  Henry  I.'s  reign  Berwick  was 
granted  to  some  feoffee  of  the  Fitz  Alans,  who  were  Rainald 's  successors, 
as  in  II 65-6  it  was  found  that  Henry  Malvoisin  held  Berwick  "  of  old 
feoffment,"  in  the  barony  of  Fitz  Alan.  This  Henry  gave  two-thirds  of 
the  tithes  of  Berwick  to  the  Abbey  of  Lilleshall,  where  he  desired  to  be 
buried.  He  was  dead  in  1196,  but  Berwick  continued  in  his  descendants 
until  the  close  of  the  14th  century,  and  the  place  was  called  from  its  lords 
Berwick  Malvoisin,  and  sometimes  Berwick  juxta  Attingham.  The 
Malvoisins  were  of  a  Norman  stock,  akin  to  the  family  who  gave  their 
name  to  Mavesyn  Ridware  in  Staffordshire. 

It  was  found  in  1397-8  that  Richard  Ottley  held  half  a  knight's  fee 
in  Berwick  Mauvesyn  under  the  Earl  of  Arundel. 

About  the  same  time  John  Malvoisin  died  without  issue  seised  of  this 
manor,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  niece  Edith,  daughter  of  his  brother 
Adam  Malvoisin.  She  married  Thomas  Wydecombe,  or  Whitcombe, 
of  Wydecombe  in  the  parish  of  Mortock,  Somersetshire.  The  Whitcombes 
were  a  branch  of  the  family  of  the  Counts  of  Boulogne,  one  of  which  family 
became  possessed  of  Wydecombe,  and  his  descendants  took  their  name 
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from  their  estate.  Ten  generations  of  Whitcombes  held  Berwick 
Maviston,  until  1689,  when  Mary  Whitcombe,  the  heiress  of  Berwick, 
married  Thomas  Grant  of  Hambrook,  in  Gloucestershire.  Their  grandson 
Major  Richard  Grant  in  1777  sold  the  estate  to  Thomas  Hill  (formerly 
Harwood)  of  Tern  Hall  ;  and  the  manor  of  Berwick  Maviston  is  now 
the  property  of  his  descendant  Lord  Berwick. 

Until  the  close  of  the  i8th  century  Berwick  was  a  place  of  some 
consequence,  having  within  its  bounds  (says  Dukes)  no  less  than  four 
mansion  houses,  besides  farmhouses.  Berwick  Maviston  was  the  last  of 
these  houses  left  standing  ;  it  was  a  moated  house  with  three  gables, 
built  by  Thomas  Whitcombe  in  1585,  and  taken  down  by  Lord  Berwick 
in  1798,  when  its  site  and  lands  were  thrown  into  Attingham  Park. 
There  is  an  illustration  of  this  house  in  the  Gentleman' s  Magazine  for 
1838,  and  also  in  Mrs.  Stackhouse  Acton's  Castles  and  Old  Mansions  of 
Shropshire,  page  41. 

The  Calcott  family  occupied  another  moated  dwelling,  and  traces  of 
the  moat  are  visible  near  the  Attingham  Home  Farm,  between  Atcham 
and  Berwick  Wharf.  This  farm-house,  formerly  their  residence,  has  the 
name  "  Calcott  "  cut  with  a  diamond  on  a  pane  of  glass.  The  Russells 
were  another  family  long  resident  at  Berwick  Maviston. 

Berwick  Grove  is  a  property  belonging  to  the  Burtons  of  Longner  ; 
and  Berwick  Wharf  belongs  partly  to  the  Burtons,  and  partly  to  Lord 
Berwick. 

Noel  Hill,  esq.,  and  his  son  Thomas,  Lord  Berwick,  acquired  by 
purchase  and  exchange  almost  the  entirety  of  Berwick  Maviston,  which 
now  forms  part  of  the  domain  of  Attingham. 

The  tithes  of  Berwick  Maviston  passed  in  some  way  to  the  Langley 
family.  Peter  Langley  had  three  daughters,  Eleanor,  Martha  the  wife 
of  William  Cludde,  and  another  who  was  the  wife  of  Charles  Stanier. 
Eleanor  Langley  by  her  will  dated  14th  August,  1744  (proved  at  Lichfield, 
29th  April,  1756),  left  these  tithes  to  her  nephews  Edward  Cludde  and  John 
Stanier.  Ultimately  they  became  vested  in  William  Cludde  (formerly 
Pemberton)  and  Charles  Price  Stanier,  who  conveyed  them  on  6th  April, 
1805,  to  the  Rev.  Henry  Burton. 

UcKiNGTON,  like  Atcham,  was  an  estate  of  St.  Alkmund's  Church  in 
pre-Norman  times,  and  was  probably  bestowed  upon  it  by  Ethelfleda. 
Domesday  gives  this  account  of  Uckington  : — "  The  same  Church  held 
(in  Saxon  times)  and  still  holds  Uchintone  ;  and  Godebold  (holds  it)  of 
the  Church.  Here  are  four  hides  geldable.  In  demesne  are  3  ploughs, 
and  (there  are)  2  radmans  and  3  boors  with  one  plough,  and  3  ploughs 
more  might  be  (employed).  Here  are  six  ox-herds.  In  King  Edward's 
time  it  was  worth  24s.  (per  annum)  ;  now  it  is  worth  30s."  Like  Atcham, 
it  passed  from  St.  Alkniund's  to  Lilleshall  Abbey,  with  which  it  remained 
until  the  Dissolution.  At  Duncot,  which  was  a  member  of  Uckington, 
the  Abbot  had  a  mill  on  the  Tern,  and  in  the  12th  century  there  were 
disputes  between  the  Abbot  and  one  Robert  de  Ardi  (or  Dardif)  who  had 
a  vivary  or  fishpond  near  Uckington.  Robert  Dardif 's  estate  passed  to 
Philip  de  Nugent,  who  about  1200  gave  his  fishery  of  Uckington  to  the 
Abbey.  William  Fitz  Alan  the  second,  who  died  in  1210,  gave  to  the 
Abbey  30  acres  of  land  in  Austaneshill,  which  was  a  field  of  Uckington 
lying  near  Beslow.  The  Abbot  of  Haughmond,  as  rector  of  Wroxeter, 
seems  to  have  had  the  whole  tithes  of  this  field.  In  1285  the  Abbot  of 
Lilleshall  had  a  grant  of  free-warren  in  Okinton.  The  Ministers' 
Accounts  of  1 5 40- 1  give  the  receipts  of  the  Abbey  from  Uckington  and 
its  Mill  as  being  ^14  6s.  6d.  It  was  found  by  inquisition  taken  4th 
August,  1620,  that  John  Barker  died  seised  of  the  manor  and  lands  in 
Uckington  held  of  the  King  in  capite,  and  worth  £^  per  annum.  The 
manor  came  ultimately  to  the  Noel-Hills,  and  it  is  now  with  Duncot  and 
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Wheathill  the  property  of  Lord  Berwick.  Hardwicke's  MSS.  state  that, 
whilst  attached  to  the  Abbey,  there  was  a  small  Chapel  at  Uckington 
for  the  accommodation  of  the  inhabitants,  which  shortly  after  the 
Reformation  fell  into  ruins,  and  was  subsequently  entirely  removed. 

On  6th  March,  1608-9,  Sir  Francis  Newport  purchased  the  tithes 
of  Uckington  from  John  Draycott,  and  they  continued  in  his  family  until 
1797,  when  Lord  Berwick  obtained  them  by  exchange  with  Sir  William 
Pulteney. 

Emstrey  was  in  pre-Norman  times  the  heritage  of  the  Earls  of  Mercia, 
and  was  an  extensive  and  valuable  manor.  On  the  south-east  it  was 
bounded  by  the  Severn  at  Atcham,  and  it  extended  along  the  western 
bank  of  that  river  for  nearly  three  miles  and  ran  right  up  to  the  Abbey 
Foregate.  Earl  Roger  de  Montgomery,  when  he  founded  Shrewsbury 
Abbey  gave  Emstrey,  together  with  Eyton-on-Severn  and  Bourton, 
at  once  to  it,  and  William  Rufus  confirmed  the  grant.  Domesday  gives 
this  account  of  Emstrey  : — "  The  same  Church  holds  Eiminstre.  Earl 
Edwin  held  it  (in  Saxon  times).  Here  9  hides  pay  geld.  In  demesne 
there  are  4  ploughs,  and  (there  are)  22  villeins  and  5  boors  and  one 
Frenchman  with  12  ploughs  among  them  all.  Here  are'  20  serfs,  and  a 
wood  which  will  fatten  40  swine.  In  the  city  (of  Shrewsbury)  there  is 
one  measure  of  land,  of  (the  annual  value  of)  2s.  In  the  time  of  King 
Edward  it  was  worth  loos.  (per  annum),  and  afterwards  £^.  Now  it  is 
worth  ;^ii.  In  this  vill  Aluric  held  one  hide  paying  geld,  and  could  go 
whither  he  would,  and  this  land  was  worth  5s.  Now  St.  Peter  holds  it, 
and  it  is  waste." 

The  manor  of  Emstrey  included  Cronkhill  and  Chilton,  and  an  estate 
called  Hernesse,  or  the  Lordship,  which  seems  to  have  extended  north- 
eastwards from  the  Abbey  Foregate  to  Atcham.  In  1256,  Henry  III. 
granted  to  the  monks  of  Shrewsbury  free- warren  in  their  demesnes  at 
Emstrey.  A  rent-roll  of  the  Abbey  estates  drawn  up  about  1490  gives 
the  total  value  of  Emstrey  as  ;^44  12s.  8d.  The  Valor  of  1534  values  it 
at  ;^43  6s.  8d.,  of  which  ;^42  los.  4d.  was  from  Hernys,  and  i6s.  4d.  from 
Cronkhill  and  Chilton.  The  Minister's  Accounts  of  1541-2  gives  the  total 
value  of  "  The  Domain  of  Hemes  in  the  Parish  of  Atcham  "  as  being 
£64  5S.  id. 

After  the  dissolution  of  Shrewsbury  Abbey,  Edward  VI.,  in  1553, 
granted  the  manor  of  Hemes,  with  lands  in  Chilton,  Cronkhill,  Emstree, 
&'C.,  to  Reginald  Corbett  of  Fitz,  John  Gratewood  of  Wollerton,  and 
John  Mackworth  of  Salop.  William  Gratewood  (son  of  John)  in  1572 
sold  the  manor  of  Emstrey  to  Thomas  Bromley,  afterwards  Lord  Chan- 
cellor of  England.  It  remained  in  his  family  for  several  generations, 
and  was  at  length  sold  to  the  family  of  Jones  of  Shrewsbury,  and 
ultimately  passed  to  Sir  Thomas  Tyrwhitt  Jones,  Bart.  It  is  now  the 
property  of  his  grandson  the  Hon.  Sir  Raymond  Robert  Tyrwhitt- 
Wilson,  Bart. 

Cronkhill  lies  about  half  a  mile  to  the  south  of  Atcham.  After  the 
dissolution  it  was  granted  by  Edward  VI.,  in  1552,  to  John  Mackworth, 
to  hold  as  the  fortieth  part  of  a  knight's  fee.  He  died  in  1570,  but  Cronk- 
hill continued  in  his  family  for  4  or  5  generations  ;  early  in  the  eighteenth 
century  it  was  sold  to  the  Harwoods,  from  whom  it  has  descended  to  the 
present  owner.  Lord  Berwick,  who  resides  here. 

Chilton  was  held  under  the  Abbey  of  Shrewsbury  by  John  Jones 
(second  son  of  John  Jones  of  Holt)  as  early  as  1442.  He  was  succeeded 
by  his  nephew  William  Jones,  who  left  two  sons, — (i)  Thomas  Jones  of 
Uckington,  ancestor  of  the  family  of  Jones  of  Shrewsbury,  of  Sir  Thomas 
Jones,  Chief  Justice  of  the  Common  Pleas,  Sir  Samuel  Jones,  founder  of 
the  Berwick  Leybourne  almshouses,  and  the  family  of  Jones  seated  at 
Stanley  Hall ;  and  (2)  Richard  Jones  of  Chilton.     Seventh  in  descent  from

this  Richard  Jones  was  William  Jones  of  Chilton  Grove  ;  he  married 
Sarah,  daughter  of  Edward  Gibbons  of  Ettingshall,  but  died  without 
issue  7th  February,  181 5,  when  his  estates  passed  to  his  first  cousin  John 
Jones  (son  of  John  Jones  of  Finnant).  On  his  death  6th  Oct.,  1816,  the 
Chilton  estate  passed  to  his  nephew  Richard  Congreve  of  Burton,  co. 
Chester  (son  of  Rev.  Richard  Congreve  and  Martha  Jones),  who  sold  it 
in  1830  to  Robert  Burton,  esq.,  of  Longner,  in  whose  family  it  still 
remains. 

Near  to  Chilton  Grove  is  Chilton  Heython,  formerly  a  village. 
Part  of  this  belongs  to  Lord  Berwick.  Other  part  is  the  property  of  the 
Hon.  Sir  Raymond  Robert  Tyrwhitt- Wilson,  Bart.,  of  Stanley  Hall,  a 
descendant  in  the  female  line  of  the  family  of  Jones  of  Chilton,  to  which 
family  it  presumably  passed  in  the  same  manner  as  Emstrey. 

A  property  called  "  the  farm  of  Chilton  "  belonged  to  John  Beyste, 
and,  at  the  partition  after  his  death,  in  1591,  came  to  Edward  and 
Katherine  Cludde.  It  remained  in  the  Cludde  family  for  two  or  three 
generations.  It  since  came  to  the  Jones  family,  from  whom  it  has 
descended  to  the  Tyrwhitt- Wilsons. 

At  one  time  coal  was  found  at  Enistrey.  Dr.  Taylor's  MS.  Chronicle, 
under  the  year  1572-3,  states  that  "  one  Richard  Gardiner  of  Shrewsbury, 
dyer  and  draper,  attemptyd  and  put  in  prooffe  to  fynnde  owt  coles  about 
the  towne  in  soondry  placys,  and  in  one  place  in  especiall  callyd  Emsterie 
heye  hard  by  the  sayd  towne  he  foound  by  hys  great  dyligence  and  travell 
greate  store  of  seecole,  &c."  But  the  Emstrey  coal  pits  have  long  since 
been  worked  out  and  forgotten,  though  traces  of  them  were  visible 
90  years  ago,  and  may  still  be  detected. 

The  Subsidy  Roll  of  1327,  a  grant  to  Edward  III.  of  one-twentieth 
of  all  moveable  goods  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  Scotch  War,  gives  the 
earliest  list  of  the  inhabitants  of  Atcham.     Their  names  were  as  follows  : —

At  the  Herald's  Visitation  of  1623,  the  following  families  connected 
with  Atcham  duly  entered  their  pedigrees  and  arms  : — Beist  of  Atcham, 
Burton  of  Longner,  Jones  of  Chilton  and  Uckington,  and  Wycombe  or 
Whitcombe  of  Berwick.  The  three  last  named  families  also  entered  their 
pedigrees  at  the  later  Visitation  of  1663. 
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The  Church. 

The  earliest  reference  to  Atcham  Church  is  in  the  Ecclesiastical 
History  of  Ordericus  Vitalis,  in  which  the  historian  states  that  he  was 
bom  on  XIV.  Kal.  Mart.  (Feijr.  i6th),  1075,  and  baptized  on  the  Satur- 
day of  Easter  following  by  Ordericus  the  priest,  who  was  also  his  god- 
father, at  Ettingesham,  in  the  Church  of  St.  Eata  the  confessor,  which 
stands  on  the  bank  on  the  river  Severn.* 

The  present  Church  of  St.  Eata  is  not  the  one  then  existing,  the 
earliest  detail  being  Norman  work  of  the  12th  century.  The  large  stones 
in  the  nave  and  chancel  may  have  been  brought  from  Uriconium.  The 
Church  consists  of  chancel,  nave  with  south  porch,  and  western  tower. 
The  chancel  dates  from  the  latter  half  of  the  13th  century,  the  doorway 
and  windows  being  late  Early  English.  The  earliest  feature  in  the  nave 
is  the  12th  century  Norman  window  in  the  north  wall ;  of  the  other 
windows  two  are  perpendicular,  and  one  is  modern  ;  the  south  doorway 
is  a  13th  century  insertion.  The  south  porch  bears  the  date  1685.  The 
roof  of  the  nave  is  collar-braced,  and  may  be  15th  century  work.  The 
tower  is  late  Transitional,  but  the  upper  portion  is  of  the  Perpendicular 
style.  In  the  east  wall  of  the  Church  are  two  deeply  splayed  holes  or 
windows.  There  are  some  interesting  fragments  of  15th  or  i6th  century 
glass  in  a  window  in  the  north  wall.  There  are  a  number  of  monuments 
to  the  Burton  and  Noel-Hill  families,  to  the  Calcotts  of  Berwick  Maviston, 
Jones  of  Chilton  Grove,  Jones  and  Ravenshaw  of  Uckington,  Grant,  &c. 
Near  the  pulpit  is  an  incised  slab  to  Edward  Burton  (who  died  1524),  his 
wife  Joyce  and  seven  daughters,  brought  from  St,  Chad's  after  its  fall 
in  1788.  A  brass  remembers  Robert  Lyster  of  Duncot,  who  died  in  1682, 
and  Anne  his  wife.  Several  of  the  inscriptions  are  given  in  the  Gentle- 
man's Magazine  for  1806  :  a  brass  to  Thomas  Calcot  of  Betton,  who  died 
in  1677,  and  to  Margery  his  wife  (since  lost),  a  tablet  to  John  Waring, 
A.M.,  who  died  1794  ;  tablets  to  Samuel  Jones,  vicar,  died  1725,  and  to 
Samuel  Fowler,  46  years  minister,  died  1794,  and  Ann  his  relict ;  and 
"  An  Epitaph  or  Epicedium,"  some  verses  preserved  in  a  wooden  frame, 
written  by  Thomas  Lyster  of  Duncot,  sometime  churchwarden,  who  died 
in  1723,  aged  88.  Some  stained  glass  in  the  east  and  north  windows,  to 
the  memory  of  Blanche  Parry,  who  died  in  1589,  was  brought  from  Bacton 
Church,  Herefordshire,  in  181 1,  by  Mrs.  Henry  Burton;  she  was  a 
daughter  of  William  Gittins  of  Chilton.  The  font  bears  the  date  1675, 
and  has  the  initials  "IS.  WP."  Churchwardens.  There  are  six  bells,  of 
which  four  were  cast  by  Rudhall  in  1709,  the  other  two  were  re-cast  by 
Mears  in  1829.  In  1549  there  were  '  iiij  bellys  of  oone  accorde  to  be  rong- 
gon  together."     The  Church  was  carefully  repaired  in  1896.* 

The  Church  Goods  Return  of  6th  May,  1553,  states  that  there  were 
at  Attingham  four  bells  of  one  accord,  with  one  sanctus  bell,  also  one  chalice 
of  silver,  with  the  paten  thereto  belonging.  William  Cuerton  was  the  incum- 
bent, and  Thomas  Maddoxe  and  Robert  Cotewall,  Churchwardens.  A 
return  of  2nd  June,  1549,  had  shown  "  a  chaleys  withe  a  pattent  of  sylver 
parcell  gilt  "  and  four  bells.  In  the  wall  to  the  right  of  the  doorway 
are  some  well-preserved  arrow  marks.  Atcham  Church  is  said  to  have 
been  used  as  a  blockhouse  during  the  Civil  War  to  protect  the  waterway 
of  the  Severn.  It  has  been  pointed  out  that  "  the  Church  both  externally 
and  internally  bears  marks  of  having  been  struck  by  cannon  balls." 
{Garrisons  of  Shropshire,  page  28). 

In  1646,  Atcham  was  placed  in  the  First  Classical  Presbytery  of 
Shropshire.  At  the  Religious  Census  in  1676,  there  were  at  Atcham 
238  Conformists  and  9  Nonconformists,  of  the  age  of  sixteen  years  and 
upwards.

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It  is  worth  recording  that  the  well-known  Fletcher  (or  De  la  Flechere) 
of  Madeley,  who  in  1752  became  tutor  of  Thomas  Hill's  sons  at  Tern  Hall, 
after  his  ordination  in  1757,  preached  his  first  sermon  in  Atcham  Church, 
and  often  ofdciated  here  and  at  Wroxeter  gratuitously  uatil  1760,  when 
he  became  Vicar  of  Madeley,  where  he  died  in  1785.  On  13th  July, 
1879,  the  Church  wus  struck  by  lightning,  during  afternoon  service,  but 
sustained  little  injury.

The  patronage  of  the  Vicarage  was  vested  in  Lilleshall  Abbey  until 
its  dissolution.  In  1549  it  was  granted  to  Sir  Thomas  Palmer,  and  in 
1554  to  Sir  John  Gage.  In  1576-7  it  was  purchased  by  John  Beyste  ; 
and  on  the  partition  of  his  estates  in  1591  it  came  to  his  second  daughter 
Anne,  the  wife  of  Thomas  Burton,  since  which  time  it  has  belonged  to 
the  Burtons.     The  present  patron  is  Richard  F.  Lingen  Burton,  esq. 

Charities. 
Joseph  Jones  of  Shrewsbury    (Mayor  1727,  son  of  Isaac  Jones  of 
Chilton),  by  his  will  dated  30th  Sept.,  1729,  and  proved  in  P.C.C,  i6th 
Nov.,  1733,  and  his  wife  Elizabeth  Jones  (a  daughter  of  Thomas  Burton 
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of  Longner),  by  her  will  dated  19th  Sept.,  1733,  and  proved  in  P.C.C, 
left  lands  in  Astley  and  Coleham  for  the  poor  of  Atcham,  &c. 

Thomas  Burton  of  Longner,  in  August,  1730,  charged  an  estate  in 
Berwick,  lately  purchased  by  his  father,  with  the  payment  of  ;^io  a  year 
to  the  poorest  inhabitants  of  Atcham. 

Margaret  Thompson,  in  July,  1751,  gave  £6,  the  interest  to  purchase 
bibles  and  prayer  books  for  poor  children. 

The  Countess  of  Harborough  (a  daughter  of  Thomas  Hill  of  Tern 
Hall),  by  her  will  dated  Oct.,  1765,  bequeathed  ^200,  the  interest  to  be 
paid  annually  to  the  poor. 

Thomas  Hill  of  Tern  Hall  by  his  will  dated  17th  May,  1779,  left 
/^loo,  the  yearly  produce  to  be  given  to  poor  and  industrious  persons  of 
the  parish. 

The  following  are  lost  or  lapsed  charities  : — John  Cox,  in  1666,  left 
;/^20  to  purchase  land,  the  rent  to  be  given  to  the  poor.  John  Calcott, 
by  his  will  dated  24th  Nov.,  1696,  and  proved  in  P.C.C,  charged  a 
messuage  in  Worthen  with  a  sum  of  money  for  aged  widows,  cS'C.  Richard 
Cox  gave  £5,  the  interest  to  be  distributed  in  bread.  Mrs.  Dorothy 
Whitcombe,  in  1697,  left  ^^lo,  the  interest  to  be  given  to  the  poor  of 
Atcham. 

The  Registers. 

The  Parish  Register  Abstract  of  1831  gives  this  account  of  the 
Atcham  Registers  : — 

"  Atcham  V.  No.  I.  (defective  and  many  entries  illegible).  Bap., 
1621-1728  ;  Bur.,  Marr.,  1619-1729,  interrupted  by  No.  II.  Bap.,  Bur., 
1725-1775  ;  Marr.,  1725-1753.  No.  III.,  Bap.,  Bur.,  1776-1812.  No. 
IV.,  Marr.,  1754-1812." 

Inserted  in  Vol.  III.  is  the  following  memorandum  in  the  hand- 
writing of  the  Rev.  Henry  Burton,  which  is  evidently  the  draft  of  the 
return  sent  by  him  to  the  compilers  of  the  Parish  Register  Abstract  : — 
"  Sir, — There  are  4  Registers  for  this  parish  to  1813.  The  oldest  is  stated 
to  begin  in  1619,  but  there  is  no  entry  till  1621.  This  is  for  marriages, 
it  appears  very  imperfect,  some  years — 1625,  1626,  1629 — no  entry,  and 
the  entries  are  lost  from  1630  to  1682.  The  register  for  "  christnings  " 
begins  1621,  and  appears  rather  perfect  to  1646,  no  entry  for  1646,  1647, 
1648,  no  entry  for  1650,  no  entry  for  1653,  no  entry  for  1655  ;  from  1655 
to  1725  the  register  for  "  christnings  "  appears  perfect.  The  register 
for  burials  begins  1621,  appears  perfect  to  1638,  no  entry  for  1638,  from 
1638  to  1645  appears  perfect,  no  entry  from  the  end  of  year  1644  to  1657, 
from  1656  to  1725  appears  perfect.  The  above  for  "  weddings,  christnings 
and  burials  "  are  all  in  one  register.  The  second  register  for  "  weddings  " 
christnings,  and  burials,"  begins  1725,  and  is  very  perfect  to  Lady  Day, 
1754,  when  the  marriages  are  entered  in  another  book,  from  1725  the 
registers  are  very  perfect.     The  last  register  to  181 3  begins  1776." 

This  account  is  in  the  main  accurate,  except  that  the  earliest  volume 
extends  to  1729,  and  that  the  burials  commence  in  161 9. 

Volume  I.  is  a  book  of  parchment  leaves  in  a  dark  brown  leather 
cover,  tooled  and  lined,  size  12^  by  5^  inches,  and  extends  from  1619  to 
1729.  From  the  headings  it  is  clear  that  the  marriages  originally  came 
first,  then  the  christnings,  and  lastly  the  burials.  Several  leaves  con- 
taining fifty  years  of  marriages,  between  1630  and  1681,  are  lost.  During 
the  Commonwealth  period,  between  1644  and  1658,  there  are  but  few 
entries.  At  the  end  of  the  register  is  written  :  "  Upton,  Uppington, 
Uffington,  Uckington,  Unkington  "  ;  and  inside  the  back  cover  is 
scribbled,  "  Rich.  Butler  his  hand,  Abr.  Butler  vicar  of  Atcham,  a.d. 
1679,  William  Butler  1681."  The  register  is  generally  well  written  and 
legible,  but  it  is  in  very  bad  condition,  all  the  leaves  being  loose  and 
liable  to  be  lost,  and  it  needs  careful  re-binding. 
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Volume  II,  is  a  thick  book  of  parchment  leaves  in  a  brown  leather 
cover,  size  13^  by  8|  inches,  and  extends  from  1725  to  1775,  but  marriages 
to  1754  only.  The  weddings,  christnings  and  burials  are  entered  each 
year  on  separate  pages,  and  often  there  are  but  few  entries  on  a  page. 
The  entries  from  1725  to  1729  are  copied  from  Volume  I.,  and  are  not 
repeated  here.     The  register  is  well  written,  and  is  in  good  condition. 

Volume  III.  is  a  book  of  parchment  leaves  in  a  parchment  cover, 
size  13  by  9  inches,  and  contains  entries  of  burials  and  christnings  from 
January,  1776,  to  December,  1812.  The  entries  run  on  in  order  of  date 
from  1776  to  the  end  of  1779  ;  but  from  1780  the  baptisms  and  burials 
are  entered  on  separate  pages  each  year.  Only  34  leaves  are  used,  the 
remaining  18  leaves  are  blank.  The  register  is  very  well  written,  and  is 
in  excellent  condition. 

Volume  IV.  is  a  paper  book  containing  the  usual  printed  forms, 
three  on  each  page,  in  a  parchment  cover,  size  15^  by  10  inches.  It 
extends  from  1754  to  1812,  and  contains  196  entries  of  marriages.  At 
the  end  of  the  volume  on  the  fly  leaf  is  a  list  of  the  first  174  of  these, 
containing  the  names  of  the  parties.     It  is  generally  well  kept  and  legible. 

The  officiating  clergy  who  signed  the  marriage  entries  during  these 
fifty-eight  years  are  : — Vicars  :  Samuel  Fowler,  1744-71  ;  Thomas  Hould- 
ston,  1773-4  ;  J-  Wingfield,  1775-8  ;  Henry  Burton,  1780- 181 2.  Curates  : 
Thomas  Humphries,  1759;  Thomas  Haslewood,  1760;  David  Austin, 
1762  ;  Edward  Leighton,  1775  ;  Edward  Powys,  1779  ;  Henry  Burton, 
1779.  Other  officiating  clergy  are  : — Corbet  Browne,  rector  of  Upton, 
1759  ;  Robert  Cartwright,  vicar  of  Wroxeter,  1763  ;  Francis  Leighton, 
1775  ;  W.  Davies,  1783  ;  Edward  Kynaston,  1786  and  1794  ;  Richard 
Pitchford,  1787  and  1790. 

Volume  V.  is  a  paper  book  of  printed  forms,  three  on  a  page,  in  a 
parchment  cover,  16  by  10  inches,  and  contains  entries  of  marriages 
from  1813  to  1837.  It  is  one  of  Eyre  and  Strahan's  Registers.  Only 
22  leaves  are  filled,  the  others,  all  blank,  are  torn  out.  It  is  in  very  bad 
condition,  much  torn  and  faded  from  damp,  and  in  places  is  scarcely 
legible.  The  officiating  clergy  are  : — Henry  Burton,  vicar,  1813  to  1830, 
and  Henry  Burton  (his  son),  vicar,  1831  to  1837.  Other  clergy  are  : — 
George  Ashby  Maddock,  1821  ;  John  Geary,  minister  of  Uffington, 
1824  ;  Henry  Burton,  junior,  curate,  1827  ;  T.  Kmchant,  curate,  1831  ; 
Edward  Egremont,  1831  ;    and  Henry  Beckwith,  1836. 

The  most  important  entries  in  the  registers  are  those  relating  to  the 
families  of  Harwood  and  Hill  of  Tern,  Noel-Hill  of  Attingham,  Burton  of 
Longner,  Dawes,  Calcott,  Russell,  Whitcombe,  and  Grant  of  Berwick, 
Jones  of  Chilton,  Blakeway  of  Cronkhill,  6-c.  From  1679  to  1683  bap- 
tisms are  entered  in  Latin.  In  1674  is  the  baptism  of  a  child  of  William 
Clempson  "  of  the  Stone  Castle  near  Longnor." 

For  much  of  the  information  about  the  descent  of  the  manor,  I  am 
indebted  to  the  late  Wm.  Hardwicke's  MSS.,  kindly  communicated  by 
the  Rev.  E.  R.  O.  Bridgeman;  also  to  Eyton's  Antiquities,  Dukes'  History, 
some  Cludde  Inquisitions  lent  me  by  Miss  F.  C.  Herbert,  and  other 
sources. 

Volumes  I.  and  IV.  of  the  Registers  were  transcribed  by  the  late

BuiLDWAS  is  a  parish,  township,  and  village,  pleasantly  situated 
on  the  banks  of  the  river  Severn,  3^^  miles  north  from  Much  Wenlock 
and  II  miles  south-east  from  Shrewsbury,  in  the  hundred  of  South 
Bradford,  rural  deanery  of  Wrockwardine,  archdeaconry  of  Salop,  and 
diocese  of  Lichfield.  It  comprises  one  township  of  Great  and  Little 
Buildwas,  which  are  separated  by  the  river.  The  old  stone  bridge,  with 
one  large  central  arch,  and  two  small  arches  on  either  side,  was  swept 
away  by  a  flood  in  1795,  and  the  following  year  a  new  iron  bridge  of  one 
arch  designed  by  Telford  was  erected  by  the  Coalbrookdale  Co.  at  the 
cost  of  j^6,ooo.  This  in  its  turn  was  replaced  by  a  new  cast-iron  bridge, 
erected  by  the  County  Council  in  1905-6.  As  early  as  1318  the  Abbot 
of  Buildwas  had  a  grant  of  Pontage,  or  toll  on  the  bridge  at  Buildwas, 
for  three  years;  and  in  1355  his  successor  had  a  grant  of  Pontage,  to 
enable  him  to  restore  Buildwas  bridge,  which  had  been  broken  down. 

The  area  of  the  parish  is  2,181  acres.  Its  population  has  remained 
stationary  during  the  last  century  :  258  in  1801,  240  in  1831,  273  in  1841, 
259  in  1 89 1,  and  294  at  the  last  census  in  1911.  The  Rev.  John  W. 
Fletcher  of  Madeley  has  left  on  record  an  account  of  an  extraordinary 
phenomenon  which  occurred  at  a  place  called  the  Birches,  near  Buildwas, 
27th  May,  1775,  when  some  23  acres  of  land  on  the  north  bank  of  the 
river  slipped  bodily  down  the  hill  side  ;  the  bridge  between  Madele}^ 
and  Buildwas,  and  the  turnpike  road,  were  swept  away,  and  the  Severn 
made  a  new  channel.  It  lies  below  the  old  Buildwas  Inn  (now  the  Bridge 
Farm),  and  has  since  been  known  as  "  The  Slip." 

Buildwas  derives  its  name  from  the  Saxon  words  hcild  or  belde 
(a  shelter),  and  was  (water),  and  surrounded  as  it  is  on  three  sides  by 
hills  and  on  the  fourth  by  the  river  its  name  is  appropriate. 

Great  Buildwas  was  probably  originally  in  Cound  parish,  and 
lies  on  the  south  side  of  the  Severn.  In  the  time  of  Edward  the  Confessor, 
and  also  at  Domesday,  the  manor  of  Beldewes  belonged  to  the  Bishop 
of  Chester  (or  Lichfield),  and  was  worth  forty-five  shillings.  It  was  a 
manor  of  one  hide.  In  the  demesne  were  two  ploughs,  and  three  villains 
with  the  Provost  had  three  ploughs.  There  were  five  serfs,  and  a  mill, 
and  woodland  for  200  swine. 

Roger  de  Clinton  was  consecrated  Bishop  in  1129,  and  in  1135  he 
is  said  to  have  founded  Buildwas  Abbey,  as  an  affiliation  of  the  Cisterian 
Abbey  of  Savigny,  and  he  endowed  it  with  the  manor  of  Buildwas. 
King  Stephen  confirmed  this  grant.  The  Abbey  was  dedicated  to 
St.  Mary  and  St.  Chad.  It  was  endowed  by  Philip  de  Belmeis,  William 
Fitz  Alan,  and  other  benefactors  with  the  vills  of  Ruckley,  Little 
Buildwas,  Cosford,  Leighton,  Wentnor,  Hope  Bowdler^  Stirchley,  6-c. 
At  the  Dissolution  in  1535-6,  the  temporalities  amounted  to  ;^i42  14s. 
6Jd.  ;  and  there  was  an  Abbot  (Stephen  Grene)  who  resigned  on  a  pension 
of  ;^i6,  and  seven  monks.  The  Abbey  ruins  are  extensive  and  well 
preserved,  and  the  older  portions  date  from  the  12th  century.  The  fine 
Norman  arcades  of  the  Church  are  intact,  and  its  presbytery  nearly 
perfect.  (See  Eyton's  Antiquities,  VI.,  317 — 335  ;  Walcott's  Four 
Minsters  round  the  Wrekin,  pages  i — 26.) 


iv.  The  Register  of 

Little  Buildwas,  which  lies  on  the  north  side  of  the  Severn,  was 
a  member  of  the  distant  manor  and  church  of  Wroxeter.  William  Fitz 
Alan,  lord  of  Wroxeter,  who  died  in  1160,  gave  "  the  vill  which  is  called 
Parva  Buldewas  "  to  Buildwas  Abbey,  probably  soon  after  its  foundation  ; 
and  his  son  William  Fitz  Alan  confirmed  his  father's  grant.  From  this 
time  Little  Buildwas  ceased  to  have  any  connection  with  Wroxeter. 
Alan  Berenger  (or  de  Bildwas)  had  held  the  manor  under  the  Fitz  Alans, 
and  now  became  a  Vassal  of  Buildwas  Abbe5^  His  son  and  grandson, 
both  named  Alan,  suceeded  ;  and  held  Little  Buildwas  on  this  tenure, 
"  that  he  shall  ride  with  the  Abbot  anysvhere  in  England,  at  the  Abbot's 
Avill  and  charges."  The  third  Alan  left  a  daughter  Alice,  who  married 
Edmund  de  Lenham.  In  1302-3,  Edmund  and  Alice  granted  the  manor 
to  the  Abbot  and  Convent  of  Buildwas,  under  whom  they  held  it. 

In  1327  the  following  inhabitants  of  Parva  Buldewas  were  assessed 
to  the  Subsidy — Emericus  le  Walcar'  xijd.  Richard  Maudepas  ixd. 
John  le  Chestershyr'  ijs.  iiijd.  Richard  son  of  John  xd.  Walter  le 
Spencer  viijd.  The  two  latter  were  subtaxers  for  this  and  the  neighbour- 
ing villages. 

Little  Buildwas  continued  the  possession  of  the  Abbey  until  the 
dissolution  in  1535-6.     (See  Eyton's  Antiquities,  VII.,  320 — 325.) 

King  Henry  VIII.  granted  the  site  and  precinct  of  Buildwas  Abbey, 
together  with  Great  and  Little  Buildwas,  and  the  possessions  of  the 
Abbey  in  Shropshire,  Staffordshire,  and  Derbyshire,  on  July  4th, 
1537,  to  Edward  Grey,  3rd  Lord  Powis,  who  died  here,  and  was  buried 
at  Pontesbury,  9th  July,  1551.  He  entailed  Buildwas,  by  deed  dated 
31st  March,  1546,  on  his  illegitimate  son  (by  Jane  Orwell)  Edward  Grey, 
esq.,  who  resided  there.  He  married  Grisogona,  daughter  of  John 
Gifford  of  Chillington,  and  had  issue  five  sons,  the  eldest  of  whom, 
Edward  Grey,  inherited  Buildwas,  and  had  liver}'-  of  it  in  1597. 

In  1609  Edward  Grey, esq.,  had  licence  to  alienate  the  site  of  Buildwas 
monastery  to  Thomas  Harris,  junior,  serjeant-at-law.  In  1612  Sir  Robert 
Vernon  and  John  Curzon,  esq.,  conveyed  Buildwas  to  Thomas  Chamber- 
leyne  ;  and  the  same  year  Thomas  Harrys  and  Edward  Grey  confirmed 
the  grant  to  Chamberleyne.  In  161 7  Thomas  Chamberleyne,  then  a 
serjeant-at-law,  sold  Buildwas  to  Sir  Thomas  Egcrton,  Lord  Ellesmere. 
His  son,  John  Egerton,  Earl  of  Bridgewater,  on  4th  September,  1648, 
conveyed  Buildwas  to  Sir  W^illiam  Acton,  knight  and  baronet,  a  merchant 
of  London.  He  was  a  younger  brother  of  Sir  Edward  Acton,  ist  baronet 
of  Aldenham.  Sir  William  Acton  died  in  March,  1650-51,  having  pre- 
viously made  a  settlement  of  his  estates,  on  himself  in  tail  male,  v.dth 
remainder  to  his  daughter  Dame  Elizabeth  Whitmore  and  her  sons, 
and  an  ultimate  remainder  to  William  Acton,  a  younger  son  of  Sir  Edward 
Acton  of  Aldenham,  and  his  heirs.  In  1698  the  estate  passed  to  William 
Acton's  only  child  Jane,  who  had  married  Walter  Moseley,  esq.,  of  The 
Mere,  Staffordshire  (he  died  in  171 2),  and  Buildwas  has  ever  since  re- 
mained in  the  family  of  Moseley.  His  descendant  Walter  Moseley, 
esq.,  served  the  office  of  Sheriff  in  1833.  The  latter's  grandson.  Major 
Herbert  Richard  Moseley,  is  lord  of  the  manor  of  Buildwas  and  sole 
landowner. 

Buildwas  Abbey,  the  dower  house  of  the  Moseleys,  is  built  on  the  site 
of  the  Abbot's  House,  and  contains  the  Abbot's  Chapel,  a  thirteenth 
century  hall,  and  other  portions  of  the  monastic  buildings.  It  is  of  grey 
stone,  and  has  been  carefully  restored.  It  was  occupied  as  a  farmhouse 
until  1864,  when  the  Abbey  Grange  Farm  was  built  for  the  tenant.  It 
contains  an  Elizabethan  ceiling,  ornamented  with  fleurs-de-lis,  hearts, 
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and  other  designs,  similar  to  ceilings  preserved  at  Wilderhope,  Belswar- 
dine,  Plaish,  and  elsewhere.  The  Moseleys  had  resided  at  the  Mere  in 
Staffordshire  from  about  1500.  They  sold  this  estate  when  they  removed 
to  Buildwas  ;    and  occupied  Buildwas  Park,  from  about  1830. 

Buildwas  Park  is  a  modern  mansion,  built  about  the  year  1830  by 
Mr.  Walter  Moseley  on  the  site  of  an  ancient  house  known  as  the  West 
Coppice,  and  is  in  the  Elizabethan  style  of  architecture.  West  Coppice 
was  the  residence  of  the  Lacons,  an  illegitimate  branch  of  the  Lacons 
of  Willey.  It  was  purchased  (probably  about  1610)  from  Edward 
Grey,  grandson  of  Edward  Lord  Powis,  by  Lancelot  Lacon,  who  is  called 
in  the  Lacon  pedigree  drawn  up  in  1547  and  preserved  at  Kinlet  "bastard 
Sonne  to  Edward  Lacon,"  the  second  son  of  Sir  Thomas  Lacon  of  Willey  by 
his  wife  Mary,  daughter  of  Sir  Richard  Corbet  of  Moreton  Corbet.  Lance- 
lot's son  Silvanus  married  Grace,  widow  of  Francis  Harnage  of  Belswar- 
dine  and  daughter  of  Edward  Littleton.  Their  son  James  Lacon,  who 
was  aged  20  at  the  Visitation  of  1623,  is  described  as  of  West  Coppice, 
and  was  buried  at  Leighton  (or  at  Buildwas)  in  June,  1667.  He  was 
succeeded  by  John,  who  died  in  1676  ;  and  he  by  another  John  Lacon 
"of  ye  West  Coppice,"  who  was  buried  at  Sheinton  in  17 16.  Richard 
Lacon,  esq.,  of  ye  West  Coppice  was  buried  at  Sheinton  in  November, 
171 8;  and  his  burial  is  the  latest  entry  of  this  family.  There  are  about 
20  entries  relating  to  the  Lacons  of  West  Coppice  in  the  Registers  of 
Buildwas,  Leighton,  and  Sheinton.  One  of  James  Lacon's  daughters, 
Anne,  left  a  bequest  in  1700  to  the  poor  of  these  three  parishes.  Samuel 
Edwards,  about  1720,  purchased  West  Coppice  from  the  Lacons  ;  and 
on  his  death  it  was  bought  by  Walter  Acton  Moseley,  esq.,  in  the  year 
1746.  The  Smithemans  were  for  some  time  tenants  of  this  property. 
John  Smitheman  served  the  office  of  Sheriff  in  1761,  and  resided  here 
until  his  death  in  1809,  and  his  widow  Margaret  until  her  death  in  Febru- 
ary, 1818.  The  present  tenant  is  Lieut. -Colonel  Harold  W.  A.  F. 
Crichton-Browne.  Buildwas  Park  contains  about  150  acres,  and  in  the 
grounds  is  a  fine  avenue  of  yew  trees.  It  is  properly  the  seat  of  the 
Moseleys,  although  the  family  now  reside  at  the  Abbey. 

The  Bridge  Farm  is  in  part  a  timber  famed  structure  of  the  Eliz- 
abethan period,  and  contains  some  good  oak  panelling,  believed  to  have 
been  brought  from  the  Abbey  after  the  dissolution.  The  Court  Baron 
of  the  manor  was  usually  held  here,  until  as  lately  as  1799. 

Lawley's  Cross,  which  stood  where  the  road  from  Buildwas  to 
Wenlock  crosses  the  boundary  between  the  lands  of  these  two  monasteries, 
was  from  very  early  times  a  Sanctuary  for  law-breakers. 

Buildwas  during  the  Civil  War  was  garrisoned  as  a  blockhouse  for 
the  King.  Local  tradition  says  that  it  was  bombarded  by  the  Parlia- 
mentarians from  the  Beeches  (or  Brook's  Hill),  which  is  half  a  mile  to 
the  south-west.  Perfect  Occurrences,  August  20-27,  1645,  mentions 
Buildwas  as  one  of  the  20  garrisons  taken  by  the  Shropshire  Committee 
from  the  King.  Dugdale's  Diary  states  that  "  a  party  of  Horse  of  the 
Rebells  from  Wemm,  past  Bildwas  Bridge  (under  pretence  of  being  the 
King's  forces)  surprized  Sir  Thomas  Eyton  at  his  own  house,  and  in 
their  returne  tooke  away  the  guard  at  the  same  bridge."  A  number  of 
iron  cannon  balls  have  from  time  to  time  been  dug  up  in  the  precincts 
of  the  Abbey. 

The  Church,  situate  in  Little  Buildwas,  and  dedicated  to  the  Holy 
Trinity,  was  originally  a  chapelry  of  Wroxeter.  It  was  probably  founded 
by  the  monks  of  Buildwas,  who  annexed  to  it  the  parochial  cure  of  the 
manor  of  Great  Buildwas.  Its  Incumbents  are  entered  on  the  Diocesan 
Registers  of  Lichfield  from  1298  until  1350,  after  which  they  were  no 
longer  instituted  by  the  Bishops  of  Lichfield,  and  the  Church  of  Little 
Buildwas  became  a  Peculiar,  and  so  continued  to  the  last  century.

The  old  church  was  taken  down  in  1720,  Dr.  Cranage  says,  it  was 
probably  a  small  and  poor  building  and  nothing  is  left  of  it.  The  new 
church  then  rebuilt  consists  of  chancel,  nave,  south  porch,  and  a  western 
turret  partly-timbered  containing  three  bells.  The  chancel  was  rebuilt 
in  modern  Gothic  style  in  1864,  with  a  vestry  on  the  north  side,  in  memory 
of  Captain  Herbert  Henry  Moseley.  The  nave  was  new-roofed  in  1877, 
and  in  1884  the  old  oak  pews  were  converted  into  open  sittings.  The 
pulpit  is  of  Jacobean  date  ;  the  font  is  modern.  The  return  of  plate  and 
bells,  2  June,  1553,  is  as  follows  :  "  Byldwas.  Oone  chaleys  of  sylver 
wythe  a  pattent  gilt,  wythe  oone  smale  bell."  In  1740,  there  were  two 
bells.  These  were  recast  by  Mears  in  1846,  and  a  new  bell  was  added 
in  1847,  "  the  gift  of  Walter  Moseley,  Esqr.  and  the  Revd.  John  Bartlett." 

The  present  plate  consists  of  two  chalices,  two  patens,  and  an  alms 
dish  inscribed — "  The  gift  of  Acton  and  Walter  Acton  Moseley  to  Builde- 
was  Church  1746." 

Over  the  porch  on  a  stone  is  this  Inscription  : — "  This  Church  was 
Rebuilt  Ano  :  Dom  :  1720,  Acton  Moseley  Esq.  Lord  of  the  Manour,  John 
Warham  Minister,  Humphr  :  Wheeler  and  Geo  :  Hulett  Wardens."

In  the  floor  of  the  Nave  near  the  Porch,  is  a  stone  with  the 
letters  CS,  the  rest  not  decipherable. 

The  Charities  comprise  a  sum  of  ;^5  annually,  left  in  1700  by  Ann 
Lacon,  the  daughter  of  James  Lacon  of  West  Coppice,  and  charged  on 
her  estates  in  Much  Wenlock  (as  also  a  like  sum  left  to  Leighton  and 
Sheinton).  She  was  the  friend  and  companion  of  the  Countess  of  Brad- 
ford in  1682,  and  is  mentioned  in  the  letters  of  Lady  Russell.  Mrs. 
Margaret  Edwardes  left  ;^I09  Consols,  aud  Mrs.  Pritchard  of  Broseley 
;^ioo,  to  be  invested  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  Build  was. 

The  patronage  of  the  Perpetual  Curacy  was  in  the  Abbey  of  Buildwas 
until  its  dissolution  ;  John,  Earl  of  Bridgewater,  presented  in  1635  > 
and  during  the  last  200  years  it  has  been  in  the  Moseley  family.  From 
the  time  of  the  Dissolution  Buildwas  was  a  Peculiar  or  Donative,  and 
exempt  from  the  Bishop's  Jurisdiction.  It  had  also  a  Peculiar  Court 
for  proving  Wills  and  granting  Letters  of  Administration.  This  was 
abolished  by  Act  of  Parliament  in  1857,  and  the  records  were  transferred 
to  the  Shrewsbury  District  Registry.  The  Buildwas  Wills  only  commence 
in  1799  ;    five  were  surrendered  on  5  March,  i860. 

Leland  and  other  authorities  have  recorded  that  Aldulf,  Bishop  of 
Lichfield,  mortified  at  the  degradation  of  his  see  from  an  archbishopric, 
by  the  Council  of  Cloveshoo  in  803,  retired  to  Buildwas,  and  spent  the 
remainder  of  his  life  there  as  a  hermit. 

The  village  School  was  built  by  Walter  Moseley,  esq.,  in  1856.

Volume  I.,  which  extends  from  1665  to  1795,  marriages  to  1754  only, 
is  a  paper  book  of  32  leaves  in  a  parchment  cover,  size  16  by  6  inches. 
It  is  in  fair  condition,  though  some  of  the  edges  are  torn,  and  is  generally 
well  written,  but  in  some  places  by  an  illiterate  hand.  There  are  no 
entries  from  1716  to  1720,  when  the  Register  recommenced  "  from  the 
time  of  rebuilding  the  Church,  Trinity  Sunday,  1720."  In  1679  and 
onwards  are  some  entries  of  burials  in  woollen.  The  most  important 
families  named  in  the  Register  are  those  of  Lacon  (styled  Esquire), 
Smitheman,  Myvart,  Dancer.  Shuttleworth,  Wheeler,  Haslehurst,  and 
Boukley,  who  are  mostly  styled  "  gentleman  "  or  "  Mr," 
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Volume  II.  is  a  parchment  book  containing  26  leaves  in  a  vellum 
cover,  8 J  by  6  inches,  and  is  in  good  condition.  It  contains  marriages 
from  1754  to  1792,  but  no  special  entries.  Outside  is  written  :  "  No.  2. 
Buildwas  Mar  :  Register.  1754-"  There  are  102  marriages  in  these 
38  years,  of  which  30  were  in  the  last  four  years. 

Volume  III.  is  a  paper  book,  in  a  stiff  parchment  cover,  15  by  9^ 
inches.  It  contains  289  entries  of  Banns  and  Marriages  from  1792  to 
18 12,  on  the  usual  printed  forms.  Outside  is  written  :  "  1792.  Buildwas 
Marriage  Register,  No.  3."  During  Mr.  Gilpin's  Incumbency,  the  number 
of  marriages  celebrated  at  Buildwas  gradually  increased  ;  there  were 
35  in  1802,  and  46  in  1803.  For  some  reason  unknown,  perhaps  because 
it  was  a  donative,  and  Incumbents  were  not  instituted  by  the  Bishop, 
Buildwas  became  a  sort  of  Shropshire  "  Gretna  Green,"  where  marriages 
were  readily  performed. 

Volume  IV.  contains  Baptisms  and  Burials  from  1796  to  181 2. 
It  is  a  parchment  book  of  56  leaves,  in  a  stiff  vellum  cover.  15  by  9 J 
inches,  but  only  3  leaves  at  the  beginning  have  been  used  for  Christenings, 
and  3  leaves  at  the  end  for  Burials.  The  Volume  is  in  very  good  condition. 
At  the  beginning  are  some  memoranda,  containing  a  copy  of  a  return 
made  in  1831,  as  to  the  Registers  ;  and  some  notes  as  to  the  presentations 
of  the  Revd.  Joshua  Gilpin  and  the  Revd.  John  Bartlett  to  the  Incum- 
bency.    These  are  printed  on  pages  54  and  55. 

Volume  V.  (lettered  "No.  4.")  contains  300  marriages  from  181 3 
to  May,  1819.  It  is  one  of  the  King's  Printers'  Registers,  three  printed 
forms  on  each  page,  a  paper  book  in  a  vellum  cover,  size  15 1  by  10  inches. 
Of  the  300  marriages,  no  less  than  299  were  celebrated  by  John  Turner, 
Curate  ;  the  remaining  one  (No.  143,  that  between  Edward  Harley  and 
Mary  Roe,  on  i  January,  181 7),  being  taken  by  "  John  Turner,  Curate, 
Junior."  The  Volume  is  paginated  i  to  100,  and  the  entries  are  numbered 
I  to  300.  In  every  case  the  Curate  has  added  "  with  consent  of  parents," 
or  "  of  friends,"  and  sometimes  "  of  parents  and  friends," — evidently 
forgetting  that  this  column  was  intended  for  minors  only.  The  parties 
are  all  described  as  "  of  this  parish,"  and  all  the  marriages  were  by  Banns, 
so  there  were  evidently  great  facilities  at  Buildwas  for  weddings.  I 
think  that  these  marriages  were  mostly  of  people  of  the  poorer  classes, 
as  in  245  out  of  the  300  entries  one  or  other  of  the  parties,  usually  both 
of  them,  signed  with  a  mark,  and  the  handwriting  of  those  who  wrote 
their  names  is  illiterate.  In  most  cases  the  witnesses  bore  the  same  sur- 
name as  one  of  the  parties,  the  Parish  Clerk  William  Wood  signed  but 
rarely,  so  the  marriages  were  not  strictly  clandestine.  The  number  of 
marriages  was  62  in  181 7,  and  65  in  181 8. 

Volume  VI.  is  a  similar  book,  and  contains  marriage  entries  numbered 
301  to  600,  of  which  only  116  are  filled  up,  and  it  is  paginated  loi  to  200. 
There  is  no  Title  Page.  Outside  is  written  "No.  5."  John  Turner 
signs  the  Register  to  13  September,  1820  (No.  388),  his  last  entry.  The 
words  "  with  consent  of  friends,"  &c.,  are  not  written  after  October,  1819, 
save  in  the  case  of  minors.  There  were  66  marriages  in  181 9,  and  53 
in  the  first  nine  months  of  1820.  After  Mr.  Turner  left  the  Curacy,  the 
very  numerous  marriages  ceased.  There  were  none  in  1821,  three  in 
1822,  one  in  1823,  two  in  1824,  none  again  in  1825,  and  after  this  they 
are  quite  proportionate  to  the  size  of  the  parish.  John  Bartlett  celebrated 
nearly  all  the  marriages  from  1822  to  1837.  He  signs  himself  as  "  Official" 
from  1822  to  1828,  as  "  Minister  and  Official  "  in  1829,  and  as  "  Minister  " 
from  1830  to  1837. 
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I  have  thought  it  desirable  to  print  these  416  marriages  between 
1 81 3  and  1837,  as  they  are  very  numerous  ;  and  they  are  now  all  in  print 
down  to  the  time  when  the  Government  registration  of  marriages  com- 
menced. 

For  much  valuable  help  in  connection  with  the  manorial  and  general 
history  I  am  indebted  to  the  kindness  of  Major  Moseley. 

It  remains  only  to  say  that  Volumes  I.  to  IV.  were  copied  by  the 
Rev.  Alfred  Bonney,  and  Volumes  V.  and  VI.  by  the  Rev.  W.  G.  D. 
Fletcher,  who  has  collated  the  whole  of  the  transcripts  with  the  original 
Registers,  and  seen  them  through  the  press.  They  form  part  of  the 
late  Mrs.  Seymour's  generous  gift  to  the  Society,  and  are  printed  with  the 
permission  of  the  Rev.   H.  E.  L.   Stievenard,  the  present  Incumbent.

Berrington  IRcgieter^* 


Berrington  is  a  parish  five  miles  south-east  of  Shrewsbury,  in  the 
hundred  of  Condover,  rural  deanery  of  Condover,  Archdeaconry  of 
Ludlow,  and  since  1905  in  the  diocese  of  Hereford.  It  comprises  the 
townships  of  Betton  Abbots,  Brompton,  Cantlop,  and  Eaton  Mascott. 
At  Crosshouses  in  Brompton  township  is  the  Atcham  Union  Workhouse, 
which  was  erected  in  1834,  and  enlarged  in  1871  and  in  1904.  During 
the  Great  War  it  was  converted  into  a  Military  Hospital.  The  acreage 
of  the  parish  is  4,374  acres.  The  population  in  iSoi  was  603  ;  in  181 1, 
657  ;  in  1 841,  651  ;  in  19 n  it  was  1,083  in  the  civil  parish  (including 
417  in  the  Atcham  Union  Workhouse),  and  1,005  i"-  the  ecclesiastical 
parish. 

There  are  five  Domesday  manors  in  the  parish,  namely,  the  manors 
of  Berrington,  Betton,  Brompton,  Cantlop  and  Eaton  Mascott.  Ber- 
rington, anciently  Berintone  or  Biritone,  means  the  town  of  some  Saxon 
Byrine, — Eyton  suggests,  Birinus,  a  seventh  century  missionary  and  the 
first  Bishop  of  the  West  Saxons. 

Berrington  was  at  the  Domesday  Survey  a  manor  of  2J  hides,  of 
which  Azo  held  two  hides  under  Rainald  the  Sheriff,  and  the  remaining 
half-hide  presumably  belonged  to  the  Church  of  St.  Andrew  at  Condover. 
A  Church  and  a  priest  are  mentioned  as  being  held  by  Shrewsbury 
Abbey.  Toret  had  held  Berrington  before  the  Conquest,  but  was  dis- 
possessed of  it,  though  still  permitted  to  hold  Willey.  The  manor  was 
worth  30S.  in  King  Edward's  time,  but  at  the  Survey  was  worth  40s. 

From  Azo  the  manor  passed  to  Hamo  de  Sancto  Remigio,  and  from 
him  to  his  daughter  Holewisa.  It  presently  passed  to  the  family  of 
Le  Strange,  who  held  it  under  the  Fitz  Alans.  On  the  death  of  Hugh  Le 
Strange  about  1140,  his  inheritance  devolved  on  four  co-parceners,  who 
are  mentioned  in  the  Hundred  Roll  of  1255.  These  were  ;  (i)  Richard 
de  Drayton,  whose  heir  was  Thomas  de  Felton  ;  (2)  Hugh  fitz  Philip  ; 
(3)  Philip  de  Hungefort ;  (4)  William  fitz  Alan  de  Drayton,  on  whose 
deatli  without  issue  his  share  passed  to  his  brother  in  law  Sir  John  de  la 
Lee.  Sir  John  de  la  Lee  bought  about  1284  from  John  le  Strange 
another  fourth  share,  which  .seems  to  have  lapsed  to  him  ;  and  a  moiety 
of  the  manor  was  still  vested  in  tiie  Lees  in  1480.  It  continued  with  the 
Lees  until  the  death  of  Sir  Richard  Lee,  2nd  13aronet,  of  Langley  and 
Acton  Burnell,  in  1660,  when  his  estate  passed  to  his  two  daughters  and 
co-heiresses.  Berrington  came  to  his  younger  daughter  Mary,  the  wife 
of  Edward  Smythe,  esq.,  ancestor  of  tiie  baronets  of  Acton  Burnell.  In 
1 85 1  Sir  Edward  Smythe  is  styled  lord  of  the  manor.  Berrington  townshi]> 
contained  880  acres.  Haughmond  Abbey  and  the  White  Ladies  also  had 
estates  at  Berrington.  The  manor  house,  an  old  black  and  white  mansion, 
is  on  the  south  side  of  the  churchyard,  and  bears  the  date  1658. 

In  1327  the  following  inhabitants  of  Byritone  were  assessed  to  the 
Subsidy  :  John  de  Lee,  William  de  Cestria,  Ricliard  de  la  Beche,  Philip 
Gerbod,  John  de  Cestria,  John  de  Byriton,  Richard  .son  of  William, 
John  le  Rede,  Hugh  son  of  William,  Richard  Naturel,  and  Thomas  de 
Pulrebache.  Of  these  John  do  Byriton  paid  the  largest  tax.  He  was 
doubtless  ancestor  of  the  important  family  seated  later  at  Shrewsbury 
and  Moat  Hall.     His  son  Thomas  de  Berrington  occurs  in  1333. 

Betton  in  Saxon  times  and  at  Domesday  belonged  to  the  Bishop  of 
Chester.  It  was  a  manor  of  two  hides,  and  was  worth  i6s.  annually. 
Shortly  after  1086  it  passed  to  Shrewsbury  Abbey,  possibly  by  gift  of 
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Bishop  Robert  de  Limesey.  For  a  time  it  was  held  by  the  family  of 
do  Belmeis  under  the  Abbey.  In  1256  Henry  III.  granted  a  charter  of 
Free  Warren  to  the  monks  in  their  demesnes  in  Parva  Betton  (so  called 
to  distinguish  it  from  Betton  in  Hales,  which  also  belonged  to  the  Abbey). 
The  Abbey  retained  Betton  until  the  dissolution,  hence  its  name  of 
Abbots  Betton  or  Betton  Abbots.  Lord  Berwick  is  the  lord  of  the  manor. 
It  contains  564  acres. 

In  1327  the  following  tenants  of  Bettone  were  assessed  to  the 
Subsidy  :  Richard  son  of  Adam,  William  son  of  Roger,  Richard  Watiers, 
William  Sond,  Alice  Lombes,  Richard  son  of  Richard,  and  Richard 
Hert'.  William  son  of  Roger  and  Richard  Waters  were  the  largest 
tax-payers. 

Brompton,  in  Domesday  called  Brantune,  consisted  of  two  manors. 
One  was  a  manor  of  half  a  hide,  and  was  held  by  Robert  fitz  Corbet  of 
Earl  Roger  de  Montgomery,  but  it  was  waste.  Probably  it  became 
absorbed  in  the  other  estate.  The  second  and  far  larger  manor  of  three  hides 
was  held  by  Picot  de  Say  of  Earl  Roger,  and  was  worth  40s.  a  year.  Soon 
after  1086  Picot  granted  the  tithes  and  later  the  whole  vill  of  Brompton 
to  Shrewsbury  Abbey  ;  but  his  grant  was  not  effectual,  and  his  son  and 
heir  Henry  de  Say  convej-ed  Brompton  to  the  Abbey  in  exchange  for 
Cheney  Longville.  In  1291  the  Abbey  estate  of  Brompton  was  valued  at 
£4.  3s.  ofd.  per  annum.  It  remained  with  the  Abbey  till  the  Dissolution. 
Lord  Berwick  is  lord  of  the  manor.     The  township  contains  864  acres. 

In  1327,  William  son  of  Hugh,  William  Fox,  John  de  Hynton, 
Godith  Bal>Tigcr,  Jolin  de  Aula,  Felicia  relict  of  William,  Roger  Lyght, 
and  Sibill  de  Chylton  were  assessed  to  the  Subsidy. 

The  district  called  Cross  Hou.ses,  which  includes  the  Atcham  In- 
stitution, is  in  Brompton  township. 

Caxtlop  at  Domesday  was  a  manor  of  one  hide.  The  Saxon  lord  was 
Edric  a  freeman,  and  it  was  then  worth  20s.  After  the  Conquest,  Nonnan 
Venator  held  it  under  Earl  Roger  de  Montgomery,  and  its  value  had 
increased  to  iios.,  besides  a  mill  worth  los.  Norman  was  succeeded 
by  Ralph  de  Pichford,  who  took  his  name  from  Pitchford.  At  an  early 
date  the  manor  was  divided,  one  half  going  to  Ulger  Venator,  ancestor 
of  the  hereditary  Foresters  of  Bolas,  and  the  other  half  to  an  ancestor 
of  the  Arundels  of  Tetneshull  and  Merebrook.  About  11 80  Robert 
fitz  Wilham  (grandson  of  Ulger)  gave  half  the  mill  of  Cantelhope  to 
Shrewsbury  Abbey.  His  son  Hugh  fitz  Robert,  about  1225,  gave  his 
share  of  Cantlop  to  his  daughter  Alice,  on  her  marriage  with  Hugh  de 
Longslow.  In  1255  Hugh  de  Longslow  and  John  de  Arundel  held 
Cantlop  under  the  fief  of  de  Pichford.  In  1285  John  de  Arundel  con- 
veyed his  moiety  of  the  manor  to  Bishop  Robert  Burnell.  It  passed  about 
1315  to  Maud  Burnell  who  had  married  John  Lord  Lovel  of  Tichmarsh. 
and  it  continued  in  their  descendants  until  the  reign  of  Henry  VII.  when 
Francis  Viscount  Lovel  was  attainted,  and  his  estates  were  forfeited 
to  the  Crown.  In  1290  Hugh  de  Longslow  died  seised  of  the  other  moiety. 
The  Condover  muniments  carry  on  the  history  of  this  manor.  In  1314 
Hugh  lord  of  Longslow  settled  his  estate  in  Cantlop  on  Nicholas  son  of 
Nicholas  de  Picheford  and  Alice  (Hugh's  daughter)  in  tail.  In  1426 
Griffin  del  Hulle  of  Bontanesdale,  who  was  "  cousin  and  heir  of  Hugh 
lord  of  Longslow,"  conveyed  all  his  land  in  Cantclope  to  William  Co  ton 
of  Coton  on  Tern.  In  1571,  George  Cotton,  conveyed  to  George  Prowdc  ; 
and  in  1587  Georg«^  Prowde  conveyed  a  moiety  of  the  manor  to  Sir 
Thomas  Owen.  In  the  two  following  year?;  other  portions  of  Cantlop 
v\'ere  conveyed  to  Sir  Thomas  and  to  Richard  Owen  his  brother.  On 
the  failure  of  the  male  line  of  the  Owens,  in  the  middle  of  the  i8th 
century,  Cantlop  passed  through  heiresses  to  the  Smythes  of  Nibley 
(who  took  the  additional  name  of  Owen).     In  1851,  the  Earl  of  Liverpool 
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and  Edward  William  Smythe  Owen  were  the  principal  landowners. 
Richard  Lawrence  and  Thomas  Harris  of  Nobold  also  owned  property 
here.  In  1905,  Mrs.  Lawrence,  Colonel  Charles  James  Cotes,  and 
Captain  Edward  Pemberton  Salisbury  were  the  principal  landowners 
at  Cantlop.  Cantlop  township  contains  681  acres.  The  Salop  County 
Council  have  bought  Mrs.  Lawrence's  farm  for  small  holdings. 

In  1327  the  following  inhabitants  of  Cantelop  were  assessed  to  the 
Subsidy  :  Robert  de  Crissech,  Thomas  Thurstan,  Henry  de  Ruton, 
Richard  Watiers,  John  Robert,  Richard  son  of  Roger,  and  Richard 
Watier.  Richard  Watiers  and  Robert  de  Crissech  paid  the  largest  sums. 
John  Boterel  and  William  le  Wodeward  were  the  sub-taxers. 

Eaton  Mascott,  in  Domesday  called  Etune,  was  a  manor  of  three 
hides,  and  in  Saxon  times  held  by  Toret  (who  also  held  Berrington),  but 
at  the  Conquest  it  was  held  by  Rainald  the  Sheriff  under  Earl  Roger  de 
Montgomery,  and  Fulcher  was  sub-tenant.  It  was  worth  20s.,  and  there 
was  a  mill  worth  4s.  The  manor  passed  to  the  Fitz  Alans,  and  in 
Stephen's  reign  was  granted  b}'^  William  Fitz  Alan  to  one  Marescot,  from 
whom  the  place  takes  its  name.  Before  11 72  Marescot  granted  two- 
thirds  of  the  tithes  of  Eaton  to  Haughmond  Abbey.  He  was  succeeded 
by  his  son  Sir  Hamo  Marscott,  who  frequently  occurs  as  a  juror.  His 
line  ended  in  co-heiresses,  for  in  1295  Thomas  de  Baskerville  and  William 
de  Preston  were  co-parceners  of  Eaton.  Thomas  had  a  son  John  de  Bas- 
kerville of  Eaton  Mascott,  from  whose  daughter  and  heiress  Margaret 
descended  Roger  de  Pickthom.  Eleanor  Bruyn,  who  married  William 
Otley  of  Pitchford,  was  the  heiress  and  representative  of  Roger  dc 
Baskerville  (who  died  in  1339),  througli  the  families  of  Overton  and 
Worthyn.  Earlj^  in  the  17th  century,  Eaton  Mascott  was  the  property 
of  the  family  of  Owen.  Pontesbury  Owen  (son  of  Edward  Owen  of 
Albrightlee  by  Sarah  Ottley,  and  grandson  of  Edward  Owen  of  Shrews- 
bury and  Dorothy  Pontesbury),  who  was  taken  prisoner  at  Shrewsbury 
in  1645,  was  of  Eaton  Mascott,  and  was  buried  at  Berrington  24th  April, 
1652.  Their  house  was  re-built  in  1686.  On  the  death  of  Edward  Owen 
in  1722,  his  property  passed  to  heiresses.  Eaton  Mascott  came  to  his 
daughter  Mary,  who  married  William  Francke  (he  died  in  1736),  after- 
wards Edward  Owen  of  Condover,  and  for  her  fourth  husband  Edward 
Rogers,  who  was  Sheriff  of  Shropshire  in  1764.  He  died  in  1777,  leaving 
his  son  property  at  Pentrecefn,  co.  Montgomery,  and  his  wife's  property 
to  his  friend  (and  his  wife's  distant  kinsman)  Thomas  Ottley  of  Pitchford. 
Eaton  Mascott  was  afterwards  bought  by  Edward  Williams  ;  his  wife 
was  Barbara  Letitia,  daughter  of  John  Mytton  of  Halston,  and  widow 
of  John  Corbet  of  Sundorne  (who  died  in  1759).  From  the  Williams 
family,  Eaton  Mascott  came  to  Mr.  Wells,  who  sold  it  to  Mr.  (afterwards 
Sir)  Charles  Holcroft  of  Kingswinford,  Staffordshire,  whose  nephew 
Mr,  H.  Holcroft  is  the  present  owner.     The  township  contains  495  acres. 

In  the  13th  century  the  Mill  of  Eaton  was  sold  by  Hamo  fitz  Mares- 
cot to  Haughmond  Abbey,  who  retained  it  till  the  Dissolution.  In  1327, 
William  de  Eton,  Malcolm  the  Cliaplain,  Richard  Balynger,  John  dc 
Baskervill,  Margaret  dc  Preston,  and  William  Graunger,  all  of  Eaton 
Mascot,  were  assessed  to  the  Subsidy.  William  de  Eton  was  by  far  the 
largest  tax-payer. 

In  1623  John  Farmer  and  Roger  Farmer  of  Eaton  Mascott  dis- 
claimed Arms,  as  also  did  William  Church  of  Berrington.  They  were 
no  doubt  summoned  by  the  Heralds,  as  being  gentlemen,  to  enter  their 
pedigrees  at  the  Visitation.  George  Farmer  of  Eaton  Mascott  was  a 
royalist,  and  was  in  arms  for  the  King  during  the  Civil  War. 

The  Church. 

The  Churcli  of  All  Saints',  Berrington,  is  probably  of  Saxon  founda- 
tion, as  both  Church  and  priest  are  mentioned  in  Domesday.  It  be- 
longed then  to  Shrewsbury  Abbey,  and  so  continued  to  the  Dissolution, 
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although  Berrington  Church  was  never  appropriated  by  the  monks,  but 
remains  a  rectory  to  this  day.  The  Church  consists  of  chancel,  nave 
with  south  aisle  and  south  porch,  and  a  tower  at  the  west  end.  "  The 
nave  is  Early  English,  the  south  aisle  of  three  bays  being  added  early  in 
the  14th  century.  Late  in  the  Decorated  period  the  chancel  was  re- 
built, and  still  later  some  re-building  or  extension  was  carried  out  at 
the  west  end  of  the  nave.  The  tower  is  Perpendicular.  Minor  repairs  were 
effected  at  various  times,  and  the  Church  suffered  "  restoration  "  in 
1877."  {Dr.  Cranage's  Churches  of  Shropshire,  part  VI.,  page  463.) 
The  east  window  of  the  chancel  is  of  three  lights,  the  roof  is  original,  and 
there  is  a  round-arched  priests'  doorway.  The  tower  is  an  excellent 
erection,  rather  late  in  the  Perpendicular  period. 

Under  an  arch  in  the  south  wall  is  a  remarkable  wooden  effigy. 
The  figure  is  a  warrior  in  plate  armour,  with  legs  crossed,  dressed  in  a 
surcoat.  The  date  of  it  is  probably  early  14th  century  ;  and  it  may 
represent  one  of  the  Lees,  who  were  then  lords  of  Berrington,  though  it  is 
also  said  to  be  a  Berrington  and  a  Scriven  of  Brompton. 

The  font  is  a  large  circular  erection,  with  cable  mouldings  at  the  top 
and  bottom  of  the  basin.  Between  are  several  faces  (or  masks),  a  four- 
footed  beast,  a  cock,  and  perhaps  a  lighted  candle.  It  is  either  of 
Norman  or  Saxon  construction. 

There  are  six  bells  in  the  tower,  cast  by  Thomas  Mears  of  London 
in  1796.  Prior  to  that  there  were  five  bells,  cast  in  the  17th  century, 
probably  by  Clibury.  In  1552  there  were  "  iij  bells  and  a  lyttell  bell." 
(See  Shropshire  Arch.  Trans..  3rd  series,  VI.,  41 — 43.) 

On  the  south  wall  of  the  chancel  is  a  monument  to  Mrs.  Adah 
Greaves,  who  died  June  13,  1638,  aged  42.  There  is  a  kneeling  figure, 
under  a  round  arch,  over  which  is  a  pediment  supported  by  Ionic  columns. 
Other  monuments  are  to  Edward  Owen  of  Eaton  Mascott,  Esq.,  who 
died  19  November,  1722,  and  his  wife  Katherine  ;  William  Francke. 
Esq.,  who  married  Mary,  daughter  and  co-heiress  of  Edward  Owen,  and 
died  26  March,  1736,  aged  42  ;  Richard  Noel  Hill,  Lord  Berwick,  rector, 
died  28  Sept.,  1848,  aged  74  ;  and  several  tablets  to  the  family  of  WiUiams 
of  Eaton  Mascott.  On  the  floor  of  the  chancel  are  a  number  of  stone 
slabs,  with  inscriptions  to  the  Owens  of  Eaton  Mascott  (1648  to  1725). 
Copies  of  these  inscriptions  are  given  in  the  Rev,  Edward  Williams' 
MSS.  in  the  British  Museum  (Add.  MS.  21,236,  fos.  8 — 10),  and  in  the 
Shropshire  Arch.  Trans.,  Vol.  III.,  p.  149,  &'^-  The  latter  also  contains 
many  of  the  inscriptions  on  gravestones  in  the  Churchyard,  (pp.  157, 
158)- 

The  Church  Goods  Return  contains  tlie  following  presentment  of 
Burinton  on  13  Aug.,  6  Edward  VI.  (1552)  :  "  Imprimis  on  chalys  off 
sylver  w  a  paten,  on  cope,  on  vestementt  of  blue  sylke,  on  Albe,  iij  bells 
and  a  lyttell  bell,  and  the  lead  off  a  holy  water  stocke.  Thyes  being  pre- 
sented by  Sir  Wyllyam  Proude  parson  there,  and  Rychard  Wolfe  and 
John  Blakeway  wardens,  and  John  Farmore,  Rychard  Hochekyns,  Wyl- 
lyam Cooke,  Thomas  Churche,  Rychard  Halle,  Thomas  Phelypps  off  the 
parysshe.  On  vestmentt  confirmed  by  the  handes  of  W^illiam  Golde 
suite,  and  (?)  groner."  (Exch.  Q.R.,  Salop,  Church  Goods  Edw.  VI., 
8—7,  m.  15.) 

Other  returns  of  Chalices  and  Bolls  in  the  same  reign  give  these 
details  : —

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The  Chantry  Certificates  temp.  Edward  VI.  eontain  records  of  land.'^ 
given  to  maintain  certain  lights  in  the  church  vahie  i6d.  per  annum, 
and  a  stock  of  cattle  given  to  maintain  a  stipendiary  priest,  appraised 
at  /8  14s.  8d.  (Chantry  Certificate  Roll  41,  m.  9,  No.  57,  and  m.  lod.) 
The  piscina  belonging  to  a  chantry  altar  still  remains  at  the  east  end  of 
the  south  aisle  ;    it  has  a  good  acute  trefoil  arch  and  deep  basin. 

In  the  parish  chest  is  a  curious  document  under  the  hand  and  seal 
of  the  Bishop  of  Coventry  and  Lichfield,  dated  22  August,  1639.  The 
rector  had  time  out  of  mind  feasted  all  the  ];)arishioners  with  a  Love- 
feast  in  the  church  on  Easter  Day  ;  and  the  Bishop  now  prohibits  the  feast 
in  the  church,  but  permits  it  to  be  field  elsewhere  in  any  convenient  place 
on  Monday  in  Easter  Week.  (See  Shropshire  Arch.  Trans.,  2nd  Series, 
VIL,  203.) 

In  1676,  there  were  in  Berrington  175  Conformists,  no  Papists,  and 
one  Nonconformist.  Ecton  describes  it  as  a  Living  remaining  in  charge, 
value  ;^io  I2S.  id.  in  the  King's  Books. 

The  patronage  of  the  rectory  remained  with  Shrewsbury  Abbey 
until  its  dissolution.  It  afterwards  passed  to  the  Lees.  Sir  Richard  Lee, 
bart.,  was  patron  in  1639.  In  1676,  Sir  Edward  Smith,  Bart.,  presented. 
In  consequence  of  the  Smythes  being  Roman  Catholics,  the  University 
of  Cambridge  presented  in  1716  and  in  1743.  The  patronage  afterwards 
passed  to  Lord  Berwick,  who  presented  in  1787,  and  in  whose  famil)^  it 
still  remains. 

When  Presbyteries  were  established  by  Parliament  in  June,  1646, 
Berrington  was  placed  in  the  first  of  the  six  Classical  Presbj'teries  of 
Shropshire.

The  Charities. 

The  Charity  Commissioners'  Report,  1840,  mentions  the  following 
Charities  left  to  the  Parish  of  Berrington  : — 

Churme's  Charity.  In  1629  and  1630,  in  consideration  of  ^36  (of 
which  ,:^I3  was  given  by  John  Churme),  five  acres  of  land  called 
the  Leeberries  in  Withington  were  conveyed  to  one  John  Smith 
and  his  heirs,  charged  with  the  payment  to  the  Rector  and 
Churchwardens  of  Berrington  of  20s.  yearl};-  for  the  use  of  ten 
of  the  poorest  housekeepers  of  the  parish. 

Wellings'  Charity.  Richard  Wellings  of  Brompton  gave  in  1723 
;^20,  the  interest  to  be  distributed  by  the  Churchwardens  and 
Overseers  to  the  poor  of  the  parish. 

Thompson's  Charity.  Margaret  Thompson  bequeathed  £6,  the  in- 
terest to  buy  Bibles  to  be  given  to  poor  children. 

The  Registers. 

The  Parish  Register  Abstract  of  1831  gives  this  information  about 
the  Registers:  "Berrington  R.  Nos.  I.,  II.,  Bap.,  Bur.,  1559 — 1793, 
Marr.,  1559 — 1753.  No.  III.,  Bap.,  Bur.,  1794 — 1812.  No.  IV,,  Marr., 
1754 — 1812."  Shropshire  Parish  Documents,  i903>  gives  a  more  detailed 
account  of  the  earlier  Volumes  :  "  General  Register,  1597 — 1727.  In 
Latin  to  1651,  in  English  to  end  of  1654,  and  again  in  Latin  to  1687. 
General  Register  1728 — 1754,  then  Baptisms  and  Burials  only  to  1793." 
It  mentions  also  a  "  Churchwardens'  Account  Book,  1680 — 1830,"  con- 
taining many  entries  of  sums  collected  on  Briefs,  the  earliest  being  24s.  4d. 
collected  5  Oct.,  1692,  for  "  relief  of  the  poore  sufferers  and  captives  at 
Tangeere." 

Vol.  I.  extends  from  Dec,  1559,  to  Feb.,  1727 — 8,  and  consists  of 
78  parchment  leaves  12  by  5 J  inches  in  a  parchment  cover.  It  was 
copied  out  of  three  older  Registers  to  the  end  of  1597  by  Michaell  Mass5'e, 
rector,  in  the  years  1598  and  1599,  and  examined  by  Thomas  Broke  and 
Roger  Farmer,  churchwardens.  These  three  .sign  each  page  to  1599  ; 
and  from  thence  to  161 6  the  rector  and  wardens  for  each  year  sign. 
The  entries  are  mostly  in  Latin  ;  but  they  are  in  English  for  the  years 
1634 — 39,  1651 — 55,  1659 — 60,  and  1695— 1728.  Baptisms  were  still 
entered  during  the  Commonwealth  period.  The' volume  is  well  written, 
and  generally  in  good  condition,  although  in  places  it  is  faded  and  indis- 
tinct. The  family  of  Owen  of  Eaton  Mascott  is  usually  styled  "  Mr." 
or  "  gen."  Other  families  of  interest  occurring  in  this  volume  are  those 
of  Blake  way,  Briscoe,  Burnell,  Butcher,  Calcott,  Corbet,  Farmer,  Heigh- 
way,  Milward,  Norton,  Rider,  and  Scott.  "  No.  i  "  is  written  on  the 
cover. 

Vol.  II.  contains  Baptisms  and  Burials  from  1728  to  I793»  and  41 
Marriages  to  1753.  On  the  cover  is  this  :  "A  Register  Book  belonging 
to  the  Parish  of  Berrington  in  the  County  of  Salop  begun  May  24th, 
A.D.,  1743.     Daniel  Austin,  Rector.     No.  2." 

Vol.  III.  contains  Baptisms  and  Burials  from  1793  to  1812.  Inside 
the  cover  is  a  list  of  the  Rectors  of  Berrington. 

Vol.  IV.  is  a  book  of  printed  forms,  and  contains  entries  of  134 
marriages  from  1754  to  1 812.     On  the  cover  is  "  No.  3." 

Vol.  V.  contains  57  marriages  from  181 3  to  1837. 

The  earliest  volume  was  copied  by  Mr.  T.  R.  Horton,  and  all  the  other 
volumes  by  the  Rev.  C.  H.  Drinkwater.  The  proofs,  as  they  passed 
through  the  press  were  compared  with  the  original  Registers  by  Miss 
Auden,  who  has  also  given  much  assistance  in  compiling  this  Intro- 
duction. The  Registers  are  now  printed  with  the  permission  of  the  late 
and  present  Rectors  of  Berrington.
